Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  section  25  of 
chapter  3 of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961, 1 respectfully 
submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Public  Works  Department 
for  the  period  from  January  1,  1973,  to  June  30,  1974. 

As  required  by  section  36  of  chapter  21  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1961,  I am  also  submitting  the  annual 
report  of  the  Public  Improvement  Commission. 

Because  the  workings  of  the  depaitment  are  such  that 
its  every  move  is  in  the  pubhc  eye,  it  is  imperative  that 
this  department  operate  as  economically  and  efficiently 
as  possible.  The  operation  of  the  department  is  through 
a Central  Office  and  five  divisions.  Each  division  is  in 
charge  of  a Division  Engineer,  who  is  an  expert  in  his 
particular  field.  The  following  are  the  functions  of  the 
Pubhc  Works  Department:  the  construction,  reconstruc- 
tion of  highways  and  sidewalks,  street  lighting,  snow 
removal,  sewerage  and  drainage  construction  and  main- 
tenance, distribution  of  potable  water,  and  the  mainte- 
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nance  of  necessary  components,  sanitation,  street  clean- 
ing, removal  and  disposal  of  refuse  and  garbage,  incinera- 
tion, and  the  cleaning  of  catch  basins.  The  engineering 
requirements  to  carry  on  the  above  programs  are  by 
departmental  employees,  assisted  by  contract  experts. 

Delegation  of  authority  in  the  department  is  as  follows: 
Central  Office 

There  ai-e  four  sections  in  the  Central  Office  — an 
Administrative  Branch;  a Maintenance  Branch;  a Permit 
Branch ; and  a Personnel  Branch. 

The  Administrative  Branch  processes  purchase  and 
supply  requisitions,  service  orders,  payrolls,  personnel 
requisitions,  transfers,  promotions,  and  terminations. 
This  branch  also  handles,  studies,  and  prepares  reports. 

The  Maintenance  Branch  was  established  February  8, 
1960,  by  the  consolidation  of  the  Automotive  Section  and 
the  Repair  Shop,  formerly  in  the  Sanitary  Division. 
This  branch  is  responsible  for  the  care,  control,  and 
maintenance  of  departmental  vehicles.  It  is  also  in 
charge  of  the  public  utility  facilities  in  the  various  yards 
and  serves  as  a housekeeping  unit. 


Communications  Center 

Tlie  department  maintains  a Communications  Center 
consisting  of  a main  base  station  radio,  linkage  by  closed 
circuit  teletype  system  with  ten  highway  yards,  and  the 
central  snow  removal  office  at  Albany  Street.  Depart- 
mental mobile  units  are  radio  equipped. 

During  the  year  autom.otive  equipment  amounting  to 
an  expenditure  of  $807,183.39  was  purchased  for  the 
department. 


Permit  Branch 

The  Permit  Branch  is  the  departmental  unit  for  the 
issuance  of  permits  and  licenses.  This  branch  receives 
departmental  fees,  rentals,  and  charges  for  these  functions. 


Public  Works  Department 
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Contract  Section 

One  of  the  more  important  functions  of  the  Admin- 
istrative Branch  is  the  Contract  Section.  Here  approxi- 
mately 159  contracts,  involving  all  facets  of  public 
works,  ai'e  processed.  The  volume  of  these  contracts 
amounted  to  expenditures  of  approximately  $20,108,436. 
The  work  is  extremely  technical,  as  there  must  be  strict 
compliance  with  the  general  laws,  ordinances,  and  special 
laws  pertaining  to  the  city.  Upon  execution  of  contracts, 
copies  of  periodical  estimates,  extensions  of  time,  and 
extra  work  orders  are  processed  and  hied. 

Fiscal 

January  1,  1973,  to  June  30,  1974  (Eighteen  Months) 

There  was  carried  over  from  1972  the  amount  of 
$5,480,502.  Appropriations  for  1973-1974  amounted 
to  $50,894,784.  Revenue  received  amounted  to  $5,892,426, 
making  the  total  amount  available  $65,267,712.  Ex- 
penditures amounted  to  $41,271,542,  leaving  an  unex- 
pended balance  of  $23,715,532,  and  unliquidated  en- 
cumbrances and  carry  forward  of  $9,489,584,  and  a net 
encumbered  balance  of  $12,659,941. 

Revenue  from  the  sale  of  water  was  $23,075,747.  The 
water  rate  was  increased  in  1972  from  $3  per  1,000  cubic 
feet  to  $5  per  1,000  cubic  feet. 

There  was  available  for  siiow^  removal  the  sum  of 
$2,428,516,  as  a 1973-1974  approximation.  Expenditures 
were  $2,396,324,  leaving  an  unexpended  balance  of 
$32,191. 

There  was  a Bridge  Loan  carried  forward  amounting 
to  $1,512,659,  with  expenditures  of  $191,654,  encum- 
brances amounting  to  $808,765,  and  an  unencumbered 
balance  of  $512,329. 

There  was  a Sidewalk  Loan  of  $3,101,116  available. 
Expenditures  amounted  to  $607,126,  with  an  unen- 
cumbered balance  of  $753,085. 

The  sum  of  $3,126,030  was  available  in  the  Sewerage 
Loan.  Expenditures  amounted  to  $648,818.  Encum- 
brances amounted  to  $506,932,  and  there  was  an  unen- 
cumbered balance  of  $1,970,280. 
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Tlie  Public  Ways  Loan  was  88,000,000,  augmented  by 
86,441,949  carried  forward  plus  the  revenue  received,  for 
a total  of  815,649,338.  Expenditures  amounted  to 
86,026,262,  with  encumbrances  of  84,229,962,  and  an 
unencumbered  balance  of  $5,393,114. 

Funds  were  available  under  the  several  accelerated 
highway  programs  created  by  chapter  782  of  1962, 
chapter  882  of  1963,  chapter  679  of  1965,  and  chapter 
616  of  1966. 

Chapter  782  funds  amounted  to  833,658,  with  an  un- 
encumbered balance  of  $26,752.  Chapter  822  funds 
amounted  to  865.732,  with  an  unencumbered  balance  of 
$9,212.  Chapter  679  funds  amounted  to  $107,339,  with 
an  unencumbered  balance  of  8101,037.  Chapter  616  funds 
amounted  to  $46,725,  with  an  unencumbered  balance  of 
835,658. 

There  are  two  Water  Main  Loans.  The  loan  for  36- 
inch  mains  received  $2,510,992.  Expenditures  amomited 
to  $251,808  and  encumbrances  amounted  to  $418,763. 
The  16-inch  Main  Loans  had  the  amount  of  $1,942,958, 
with  expenditures  of  $344,783,  encumbrances  of  81.296,- 
321,  and  an  unencumbered  balance  of  8646,635.

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Personnel 

The  personnel  activity  report  covers  a period  of  eighteen 
months  commencing  January  1,  1973  and  extending 
through  June  30,  1974.  All  future  reports  will  reflect  the 
generally  accepted  “fiscal  year”  in  consonance  with  the 
mandate  of  the  Great  and  General  Court  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  which  body,  by  legislative 
act,  revised  the  fiscal  practices  for  all  municipalities  of  the 
Commonwealth . 

Inasmuch  as  this  fiscal  change  became  effective  July  1, 
1974,  the  eighteen-month  period  immediately  preceding 
that  date  became  known  as  the  “transition  period.”  This 
report,  then,  reflects  the  legislative  action. 

As  well,  certain  other  actions  by  the  Mayor  of  Boston, 
the  Honorable  Kevin  H.  White,  aimed  at  reducing  the 
ever-increasing  cost  of  government  are  likewise  reflected 
herein.  On  December  12,  1972  Mayor  White  by  Execu- 
tive Order  instituted  a city-wide  “austerity  program” 
and  a “no-hire”  program.  These  programs  were  intended 
to  effect  an  overall  reduction  of  the  number  of  city  em- 
ployees by  10  percent.  There  were  exceptions  to  the 
no-hire  policy.  That  is,  where  a position  was  essential  to 
the  public  good  it  v^as  possible  to  fill  that  need.  The 
Public  Works  Department  very  rigidly  adhered  to  the 
Alayor’s  programs  and  was,  accordingly,  able  to  bring 
about  an  overall  reduction  in  the  department’s  working 
force  well  in  excess  of  140  employees  and  in  excess  of  the 
percentum  established  by  the  Mayor  of  Boston. 

Particularly  noteworthy  is  the  fact  that  during  the 
report  period  only  one  permanent  appointment  was  made 
in  the  Public  Works  Department.  That,  of  course,  is  an 
indication  of  the  serious  and  vigorous  effort  made  to 
comply  with  the  Mayor’s  program  v/hile  maintaining  the 
same  high  level  of  quality  services  failing  within  the 
purview  of  the  Public  Works  Department.  This  perma- 
nent appointment  did  not  represent  a new  accretion  to 
the  work  force  of  the  department  inasmuch  as  the  ap- 
pointee had  been  serving  in  a temporary  status  in  the 
same  position  after  certification  from  an  eligible  Civil 
Service  list.  His  appointment,  therefore,  did  not  reflect 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  employees  of  this  depart- 
ment. 
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On  January  1, 1973,  there  were  1,360  employees  on  de- 
partment rolls  and  by  June  30,  1974,  that  figure  had  been 
reduced  to  1,222.  There  were  sixty-four  employees  re- 
tiring; five  employees  discharged  for  cause;  eighteen  em- 
ployees who  died  during  the  period;  thirty-seven  em- 
ployees resigning  from  the  public  service  to  accept 
employment  in  the  private  sector;  seventeen  employees 
voluntarily  separating  themselves  from  public  service; 
three  persons  separating  themselves  under  the  provisions 
of  section  46E,  chapter  31;  and  three  persons  who  trams- 
ferred  to  other  departments.  This  represented  a total 
reduction  of  143  persons,  as  during  the  report  period 
there  were  three  former  employees  reinstated  in  positions 
they  held  in  the  several  divisions  previously.

The  Maintenance  Branch,  a section  of  the  Control 
Office,  was  established  February  8,  1960,  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works  and  is  a consolidation  of  the 
former  Automotive  Division  of  the  Repair  Shops,  previ- 
ously under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Sanitary  Division. 

Fujnctions  and  Procedures 

The  Maintenance  Branch  is  responsible  for  the  care, 
control,  and  maintenance  of  all  department-owned  vehi- 
cles, and  for  the  operation,  care,  and  maintenance  of  all 
real  estate  and  related  facilities  of  the  Public  Works  De- 
partment. The  control  of  public  utilities,  such  as  tele- 
phones, electrical  services,  etc.,  is  vested  in  the  Mainte- 
nance Branch,  as  well  as  household  supplies,  fuel  oil,  etc. 

The  Maintenance  Branch  is  primarily  a service  agency, 
and  its  success  depends  on  how  efficaciously  it  meets  the 
operating  demands  of  the  entire  department.  It  is 
responsible  for  the  following  functions: 

(1)  Performs  automotive  repairs  of  many  types;  (2)  de- 
termines repairs  to  be  made  by  commercial  firms  and 
checks  the  repairs  which  are  made;  (3)  maintains  stocks 
of  automotive  supplies;  (4)  lubricates  vehicles  and  makes 
periodic  changes  of  oil;  (5)  supervises  the  maintenance  of 
vehicles  through  periodic  inspections  and  through  pre- 
ventative maintenance  procedures;  (6)  dispenses  gasoline, 
oil,  and  antifreeze  to  department  vehicles;  (7)  is  re- 
sponsible for  the  storage  of  vehicles  in  garages  of  the 
department  and  in  commercial  storage  areas;  (8)  keeps 
records  of  equipment  and  supplies  and  cost  analysis 
records;  (9)  participates  in  decisions  concerning  the 
purchase  of  new  equipment;  (10)  draws  up  specifications 
for  new  equipment;  (11)  receives  new  equipment  and 
prepares  it  for  use;  (12)  furnishes  emergency  towing 
service  for  vehicles  of  any  municipal  agency;  (13)  fur- 
nishes communications  of  radio,  teletype,  and  telephone 
to  operating  units  of  the  Public  Works  Department. 

The  central  dispatching  headquarters  is  at  710  Albany 
Street.

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Administrative  Section 

The  principal  administrative  functions  include: 

(a)  budget  estimates  and  reports;  (b)  preparation  of 
contracts,  specifications,  and  invitations  to  bid;  (c)  pro- 
curement of  equipment,  tools,  parts,  materials,  and  sup- 
plies; (d)  accounting  and  cost  records  and  reports; 
(e)  maintenance  records  and  reports;  (f)  contract  ad- 
ministration; (g)  general  supervision  of  equipment; 
(h)  general  supervision  of  the  repair  shops;  (i)  general 
supervision  of  personnel;  (j)  supervision  of  correspon- 
dence; (k)  supervision  of  the  Communications  Center; 
(1)  dispensing  of  gasoline;  (m)  supervision  of  safety  pro- 
gram; and  (n)  time-keeping  and  record-keeping. 

The  Albany  Street  Garage  is  a two-story  building  with 
a floor  area  of  22,000  square  feet,  and  is  utilized  for  garag- 
ing of  trucks  and  dispensing  of  gasoline  and  oil. 

Automotive  Repair  Section 

The  Automotive  Repair  Section  is  divided  into  four 
locations:  (1)  Highland  Street  Motor  Repair  Garage, 
Roxbury;  (2)  Albany  Street,  Boston  Proper;  (3)  Forest 
Hills,  Jamaica  Plain;  (4)  Hancock  Street,  Dorchester. 

1.  The  Highland  Street  Motor  Repair  Garage  is  a one- 
story  building  with  a floor  area  of  8,200  squaie  feet,  and  is 
utilized  for  general  repair  work,  stockroom,  lubrication, 
and  dispensing  of  gasoline  and  oil.  Approximately  10,000 
repair  jobs  are  performed  yearly  at  the  various  garages. 
The  stockroom  at  the  Highland  Street  Motor  Repair 
Garage  maintains  an  inventory  of  approximately  $50,000 
worth  of  repair  parts,  tires,  batteries,  etc. 

Typical  repair  jobs  performed  at  the  Highland  Motor 
Repair  Garage  are  listed  below : 

(a)  Adjusting,  relining,  and  repairing  brakes. 

(b)  Adjusting  and  overhauling  clutches. 

(c)  Repairing  fuel  pumps. 

(d)  Repairing  and  installing  mufflers. 

(e)  Motor  tune-up  jobs. 

(f)  Major  chassis  repairs. 

(g)  Engine  overhaul. 

(h)  Ignition  and  carburetor  repairs. 
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(i)  Installing  rebuilt  motors  on  trucks. 

(j)  Repairing  of  power  take-offs  on  hoists. 

(k)  Repairing  tires  and  tubes. 

2.  The  Albany  Street  Sweeper  Repair  Shop  is  responsible 
for  the  mechanical  operation  of  the  street  sweepers.  The 
Albany  Street  Sweeper  Repair  Shop  combined  with  the 
Welding  Repair  Section  comprises  an  area  of  approxi- 
mately 30,000  square  feet.  The  shop  personnel  perform 
complete  overhaul  operations  and  install  motors,  consist- 
ing of  the  removal  of  the  fan  belt,  engine  pulleys,  gen- 
erators, water  pumps,  intake  and  exhaust  manifold, 
cai'buretors,  plugs,  wires,  distributors,  rear  housing, 
flywheel,  clutch  pressure  plate,  and  bearings. 

The  workers  repair  and  install  drive  chains  on  front 
wheels,  elevators,  auxiliary  drive,  and  main  broom  drive ; 
as  well  as  aligning,  repairing,  and  installing  sprockets  for 
these  chains.  They  overhaul  the  hydraulic  system,  and 
overhaul  the  transmission  of  rear  ends. 

The  Sweeper  Repair  Shop  employees  replace  plugs, 
points,  condensers,  and  “tune”  the  sweepers.  They  clean 
and  adjust  plugs  and  points.  In  the  snow  season  they 
repair  the  snow-fighting  equipment  in  the  area. 

Every  two  weeks  a complete  grease  and  oil  change  is 
performed,  including  filter  replacement,  and  steam 
cleaning  of  entire  vehicle  (inside  and  out)  is  done. 

3.  The  Forest  Hills  Garage  is  a one-story  building  of 
approximately  8,400  square  feet.  Specifically  the  shop 
personnel  grease  cars,  trucks,  tractors,  and  other  auto- 
motive equipment;  they  check  transmissions  and  dif- 
ferentials for  proper  lubrication  and  change  the  grease. 
In  general  this  garage  is  used  for  ordinary  repair  work  to 
all  types  of  vehicles,  as  well  as  for  lubrication  and  the 
dispensing  of  gasoline  and  oil. 

4.  The  Hancock  Street  Garage  is  a one-story  building 
with  a floor  area  of  8,800  square  feet,  and  is  utilized  for 
general  repair  work  to  all  types  of  vehicles,  and  for  lubri- 
cation and  dispensing  of  gasoline  and  oil.  In  essence  this 
garage  performs  similar  functions  in  Area  3 to  those  done 
by  the  Forest  Hills  Garage  in  Area  2. 
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A number  of  special  jobs  are  sent  to  outside  repair 
shops.  These  are  jobs  which  the  garages  lack  the  facilities 
to  do  themselves,  or  which  it  is  believed,  because  of  their 
particular  nature,  can  be  handled  more  economically  or 
efficiently  by  firms  which  specialize  in  the  work.  A list 
of  these  repair  jobs  which  are  performed  outside  would 
normally  include  the  below-mentioned : 

(a)  Radiator  repairs. 

(b)  Glass  work. 

(c)  Some  ignition  work  (e.  g.,  magnetos,  distributors, 

etc.). 

(d)  Rebuilding  of  motors. 

(e)  Spring  repairs. 

(f)  Starter  motors. 

(g)  Upholstering  work. 

Welding  Repair  Section 

The  Welding  Repair  Section  is  divided  into  two  loca- 
tions: (1)  Albany  Street  Welding  Repair  Section,  and 
(2)  Dana  Avenue  Welding  Repair  Section. 

1.  The  Albany  Street  Welding  Repair  Section  is  re- 
sponsible for  mechanical  welding  and  blacksmith  repairs 
to  street  sweepers,  brooms,  and  runners ; the  maintenance 
of  snowplows  (approximately  300  snowplows  and  frames 
are  instiled  on  city  trucks  and  contractors’  equipment) ; 
the  care  and  maintenance  of  disposal  boxes. 

The  repair  shop  personnel  lay  out,  cut,  and  fit  materials 
for  welding;  preheat  and  clean  metals;  perform  auto 
body  repair  work  of  all  types,  including  straightening, 
grinding,  and  welding.  The  shop  personnel  install  plow 
frames,  pumps,  and  rams;  and  repair  and  replace  the 
same.  They  weld  grouzer  bars  on  bulldozers,  repair  and 
extend  blades  on  bulldozers,  and  mak  e all  types  of  brackets 
and  clamps  for  all  the  divisions  of  the  department. 

Considerable  repair  work  is  performed  for  divisions  of 
the  department:  repairing  of  pumps  and  screens  for  the 
Sewer  Division;  repairing  of  pipes,  burning  of  joints, 
cutting  of  bolts,  repairing  of  gate  and  shut-off  wrenches 
for  the  Water  Division;  welding  parts  for  cranes  and 
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stabilizing  bars  for  the  Saiiitai*y  Division  (incinerator); 
and  repairing  signs  and  fences  for  the  Highway  Division. 

2.  The  Dana  Avenue  Welding  Repair  Section  welds, 
heats,  and  straightens  all  types  of  department-owned 
vehicles.  Spray  painting,  steam  cleaning,  sanding,  and 
chipping  on  all  department  vehicles  are  performed  here, 
as  well  as  lettering  and  installing  decals  on  equipment. 

This  shop  is  engaged  in  the  repair  and  maintenance  of 
motor  vehicles,  heavy  equipment,  street  sweepers,  snow- 
removal  equipment,  and  the  welding,  straightening,  and 
grinding  of  auto  bodies,  parts,  and  equipment. 

This  repair  shop  is  used  for  general  repair  work  to  all 
types  of  vehicles  as  well  as  lubrication  and  the  dispensing 
of  gasoline. 

Building  Maintenance  Section 

The  Building  Maintenance  Section  is  located  at  the 
Albany  Street  Garage.  This  section  maintains  the  build- 
ings and  related  property  of  the  department;  constructs 
and  repairs  barriers,  disposal  boxes,  and  signs;  erects 
fences  and  platforms;  remodels  offices,  etc. 

The  shop  personnel  build  signs  for  all  types  of  work, 
such  as  “No  Parking”  for  street-cleaning  and  snow- 
removal  signs;  repair  oak  decks  on  low-bed  trailers  and 
wooden  sills  on  all  trucks;  repair  all  damage  caused  by 
city  vehicles  (carpentry) ; erect  and  repair  pitometer 
houses  for  the  Water  Division  pitometer  survey;  build 
and  remodel  walls  and  partitions  in  all  Public  Works 
Department  offices;  construct  wood  forms  for  concrete 
blocks,  foundations,  footings,  and  walls;  crate  all  types 
of  heavy  machines  to  be  transported;  keep  in  repair  ap- 
proximately 1,000  feet  of  chain  link  fence. 

Communications  Center 

The  purpose  of  the  Communications  Center  of  the 
Public  Works  Department  (which  is  located  at  710 
Albany  Street),  and  the  Communications  Center  for  Civil 
Defense  (which  is  located  in  City  Hall),  is  to  be  in  con- 
stant contact  with  the  vehicles  which  are  equipped  as 
mobile  stations. 
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The  radio  system  is  designed  with  three  objectives  in 
mind:  (1)  to  furnish  the  Public  Works  Department  with 
the  best  radio  communication  possible;  (2)  to  increase 
the  efficiency  of  the  Public  Works  Department;  and  (3)  to 
save  the  taxpayers  money  by  eliminating  the  needless 
use  of  labor  time. 

The  Communications  Center  of  the  Public  Works  De- 
partment operates  twenty-four  hours  a day  and  seven 
days  a week.  A closed  circuit  teletype  system  and  base 
radio  station  is  installed  in  ten  highway  district  yards 
linking  these  districts  with  their  vehicles  and  the  central 
snow  removal  office  at  Albany  Street.  In  case  of  power 
failure  at  the  Main  Base  Station,  the  auxiliary  unit  at 
Albany  Street  would  be  activated.  The  need  for  the 
Main  Base  is  to  provide  an  overall  coverage  to  the  mobile 
units  and  the  ten  stations.

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ENGINEERING  DIVISION 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  annual  report  of  the 
Engineering  Division  of  the  City  of  Boston  Public  Works 
Department  for  the  year  1973  and  for  the  first  six  months 
of  1974. 

Following  are  comments  on  some  items  of  general 
interest.  Some  represent  matters  of  departmental  scope 
and  others  represent  elaboration  of  items  included  in  the 
summary  sheet.  The  detailed  reports  of  the  various 
sections  follow  these  comments:  ** 

1.  Relative  to  the  fast-growing  problem  of  utilities 
in  our  public  ways  some  further  progress  has  been  made. 
An  agreement  has  beeji  worked  out  with  Boston  Edison 
that  covers  these  items:  a.  Outside  the  Downtown  Area 
4 to  43^  feet  of  cover  will  be  provided  over  their  new 
installations,  b.  Sidewalk  vaults  will  be  located  as  close 
to  the  street  line  as  possible,  c.  Vault  spacing,  where  two 
or  more  vaults  are  involved,  will  be  a minimum  of  15 
feet  apart,  d.  Boston  Edison  will  require  private  property 
locations  for  vaults  serving  a single  customer,  e.  Boston 
Edison,  for  all  installations,  will  explore  every  possibility 
of  using  private  property  rather  than  city  streets. 

Related  to  these  problems,  the  American  Public  Works 
Association  in  connection  with  their  utility  study  now 
under  way  have  forwarded  most  of  their  preliminary 
chapters  of  their  report  to  us  for  review  and  comment. 
While  these  are  interesting  and  give  a good  insight  as  to 
how  other  communities  handle  their  utility  problems, 
so  far  they  don’t  point  out  any  startling  or  innovative 
improvements  that  could  help  us  to  more  efficient  handling 
of  our  problems. 

2.  Somewhat  related  to  tlie  utility  problems  above 
is  what  can  only  be  called  “the  continuing  battle  against 
encroachment  on,  over,  and  under  our  public  ways 
by  abutters.’’  What  used  to  be  an  occasional  request 
for  pennission  to  put  a simple  brick  veneer  on  a building 
has  blossomed  into  many  requests  for  enclosed  passage- 
ways over  our  streets  between  buildings,  similar  requests 
for  tunnels,  lines,  or  pipes  serving  abutting  properties, 
and  requests  for  vertical  discontinuances  to  allow  footings 
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or  overhangs  to  be  built  beyond  property  lines.  Addi- 
tionally, architects  of  many  new  Imildings  cannot  resist 
designing  special  plaza  treatments  that  continue  right 
across  our  sidewmlk  areas  to  our  curb  lines.  This  type 
of  request  causes  serious  problems  relative  to  maintenance 
of  these  special  sidewalks,  legal  need  for  agreements 
on  care  and  responsibilities,  and  can  lead  to  an  undesirable 
kaleidoscopic  pattern  on  our  sidewalks  in  the  vicinity. 

3.  A new  law,  chapter  288  of  Acts  of  1973  requires 
that  “Each  city  and  town  shall  provide  a slanted  curbing 
on  sidewalks  in  its  public  ways  of  pedestrian  crossAvalks 
when  new  or  replacement  curbing  is  required  at  such 
locations.”  While  the  wording  of  this  amendment  is 
somewhat  hazy,  it  undoubtedly  refers  to  pedestrian 
or  “wheelchair”  ramps  such  as  we  have  already  been 
installing  wherever  feasible. 

4.  Three  1973  projects  were  set  up  in  1973  that  are 
somewhat  different  from  the  usual,  a.  Simultaneous  with 
the  completion  of  the  new  Employees  Insurance  Building, 
our  department  constructed  the  periphery  streets,  namely, 
Somerset,  Beacon,  and  Tremont  Streets.  All  three  were 
substantially  widened  and  thus  the  vehicular  and  pedes- 
trian flow^  wms  improved.  King’s  Chapel  had  an  impressive 
appearance  looking  dowm  widened  Beacon  Street,  and 
the  land  for  the  widening  wms  given  to  the  city  in  ease- 
ment by  the  abutter  without  cost  to  the  city.  b.  Five 
Public  Alleys  were  reconstructed  and  on  a number  of  them 
the  vexing  problem  of  having  a sidewalk  area  and  a 
usable  roadvvay  area  with  potential  for  passing  a parked 
car,  all  in  a total  width  usually  too  narrow  for  this 
possibility,  was  solved  by  a rather  unorthodox  design. 
We  depressed  the  curbs  by  approximately  a 2-inch  margin 
so,  w^hile  clearly  defining  the  sidewalk  area,  they  could 
be  driven  over  and  thus  when  necessary,  the  sidev/alk 
area  became  part  of  the  roadwmy.  c.  Working  co- 
operatively with  BPtA  planners  and  Traffic  Department 
engineers,  a design  for  revitalizing  the  Mattapan  Square 
shopping  area  was  worked  out,  advertised,  and  con- 
structed. The  design  was  pedestrian-oriented  with 
provisions  for  widened  mall  area,  protected  angle  parking 
recesses,  careful  grouping  of  trees,  pedestrian  lights,  and 
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benches  for  relaxing  while  shopping.  It  is  expected  that 
this  type  of  special  design  will  be  well  received  by  the 
public  and.  if  so,  it  can  be  used  for  other  shopping  areas. 

5.  A few  years  ago  a decision  which  was  long  overdue 
was  made  relative  to  water  mains  and  the  implementa- 
lion  of  tliis  decision  is  greatly  improving  the  quality  of  our 
water  service  to  our  residents.  This  decision  was  that, 
in  connection  with  our  street  reconstruction  program, 
we  must  carefully  evaluate  the  potential  need  for  prior 
underground  water  renewals.  A cutoff  date  of  pipes 
installed  earlier  than  1900  and/or  records  of  complaints 
were  used  to  indicate  the  need  for  replacing  the  existing 
water  line  and  service  pipes  to  houses.  This  has  resulted 
in  the  replacement  of  many  very  old  tuberculation- 
restricted  4-inch  and  6-inch  lines  with  neAV  8-inch  lines 
along  with  new  copper  service  pipes  to  houses  in  place 
of  old,  faulty,  lead  service  lines. 

Therefore,  in  our  contract  advertising  over  the  eighteen 
months  covered  by  this  report,  we  have  provided  for 
the  following  improvements:  1,250-foot  extension  of  our 
present  system  with  new  8-inch  main,  and  2,000-foot 
extension  with  20-inch  main,  cleaning  and  lining  16,450 
feet  of  20-inch  to  36-inch  main  transmission  lines.  We 
also  advertised  for  the  replacement  of  45,550  feet  of 
existing  inadequate  mains  and  the  replacement  of  106,500 
feet  of  inadequate  service  pipe.  All  of  this  continues 
our  accelerated  program  to  upgrade  the  quality  of  water 
service. 

6.  One  final  item  of  interest  is  a long  overdue  program 
to  rehabilitate  existing  footways  that  have  fallen  into 
a state  of  disrepair  and  in  many  cases,  have  become 
objects  of  great  hazard  to  the  public.  Research  into 
the  causes  of  the  poor  existing  conditions  show  that  in 
addition  to  the  usual  lack  of  steady  maintenance,  a com- 
mon cause  of  failure  of  the  stairways  was  the  inefficiency 
of  a drainage  system  consisting  of  platform  drains 
(almost  always  plugged),  and  a drain  line  below  ground 
just  under  the  footway.  These  drain  lines  broke  down, 
disintegrated,  water  pressure  and  freeze-thaw  cycles 
heaved  and  broke  up  concrete  and  generally  raised 
havoc. 
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To  prevent  recurrence  of  this,  our  repairs  have  tried 
to  keep  surface  water  on  the  surface,  collecting  and 
disposing  it  to  one  or  both  sides  of  the  footway  in  troughs. 
Also,  we  have  tried  to  correct  the  danaming  up  of  ground 
water  by  providing  deep  filtering  areas  at  the  bottom 
of  the  stairways.  In  other  cases  we  felt  that  because 
of  the  uncertain  need  for  permanent  stairs  at  their 
existing  locations,  the  proper  way  to  fix  up  the  poor 
stairw^ays  here  was  to  superimpose  a sin^pie  and  relatively 
inexpensive  wood  stairway  with  a five-  to  ten-year  life 
expectancy.  Since  1972  we  have  restored  eight  footways 
and  have  six  more  ready  for  construction  in  1974.  Thus 
we  expect  to  catch  up  with  the  demand  of  the  public 
for  safe,  dependable  footways  and  at  the  same  time  lessen 
the  potential  for  accidents  that  has  existed  on  many 
footways. 


Summary 

From  January  1,  1973,  through  June  30,  1974,  es- 
sentially all  of  the  following  projects  were  originated, 
surveyed,  designed,  drawn,  estimated,  and  documented 
for  advertising  by  this  division.  The  exceptions  to  this 
would  be  several  contracts  such  as  “Repairs  to  Sewer 
Structures”  and  “Water  Emergency  Repairs”  which  w^ere 
basically  originated  in  the  Sewer  and  Water  Divisions 
respectively,  and  only  documented  for  advertising  by  this 
division.  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works 
engineers  wmrked  with  us  on  chapter  90  projects  and  Code 
Enforcement  contract  drawings  w^ere  made  by  consultants 
under  our  direction. 

Street  Construction  and  Reconstruction 

With  the  exception  of  one  new^  street,  Sherbrook  Street, 
West  Roxbury,  from  Perham  Street  to  Dent  Street, 
costing  $13,283,  which  was  done  under  chapter  393,  all  of 
the  streets  in  this  category  w^ere  chapter  44  reconstruction 
streets.

Administrative  Section 

The  Administrative  section,  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Administrative  Assistant,  performs  the  required 
administrative  and  clerical  functions  of  the  division. 

Among  these  functions  are  the  processing  and  main- 
tenance of  division  records  pertaining  to  payrolls,  budget, 
personnel,  and  correspondence,  including  indexing  and 
filing.  All  contract  stencils  for  the  department’s  contracts 
were  typed,  proofread,  and  collated  by  this  section. 
Payments  for  consultants  were  also  audited,  typed,  and 
forwarded  for  payment  for  contractual  services  performed 
in  connection  with  the  Government  Center  Urban  Re- 
newal Area  for  Code  Enforcement  areas. 

In  addition,  the  head  of  this  section  computed  all 
betterments  and  assessments  required  for  roadways, 
sidewalks,  and  sewers  in  the  city.  There  were  approxi- 
mately 150  parcels  calculated  for  assessments  this  past 
year. 

The  Administi  ative  Assistant  also  assisted  the  Division 
Engineer  at  Public  Improvement  Commission  hearings, 
and  in  all  cases  of  petitions  for  abatement  of  assessments, 
he  reviewed  the  meiits  of  the  appeals  and  made  recom- 
mendations relative  to  these  to  the  Division  Engineer  for 
submittal  to  the  Public  Improvement  Commission. 
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Records  Section 

During  Ibis  pei’iod  this  section  furnished  street  line 
information,  bench  mark  information,  and  copies  of 
official  plans  for  approximately  twenty-seven  hundred 
(2,700)  streets  for  surveyors,  engineers,  architects, 
lawyers,  conveyancers,  and  the  general  public. 

This  section  furnished  plans  and  information  to  sucli

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Planning  and  Programming 

Relative  to  the  usual  operations  of  this  section  we 
participated  in  the  review  of  BRA  contract  drawings  for 
highway  and  sewer  work  and  also  Code  Enforcement 
projects.  We  handled  letters  of  complaints,  drafted 
replies,  arranged  for  field  inspections,  made  field  reports, 
made  recommendations  on  apparent  needs  for  work,  made 
sketches  and  estimates  of  cost. 

In  addition  among  various  items  handled  by  this 
section  were: 

Thirty-five  plot  plans  reviewed  for  compatibility  with 
public  ways;  seventy-five  commercial  driveway  openings 
reviewed  from  the  point  of  view  of  public  safety  and 
general  impact  on  our  public  ways ; several  hundred  miles 
of  proposed  installations  by  utility  companies  Avere 
cliecked  for  feasibility  of  location. 

As  in  past  years  this  section  has  been  inAmlved  in  work 
which  essentially  represents  serving  in  a liaison  capacity 
Avith  other  agencies  and  departments.  Some  of  this  work 
Avould  be  as  folloAvs : 

This  section  head  was  on  a committee  representing  the 
Public  Vforks  Department  on  the  “Feasibility  of  Cable 
Television  in  the  City  of  Boston.”  This  report  Avas  com- 
pleted in  1973  and  given  to  the  Mayor.  Our  committee 
hopes  that  this  report  helped  the  Mayor  in  arriving  at 
the  decision  he  made  to  reject  cable  television  at  this  time. 

In  1972  it  was  mentioned  that  this  section  Avas  AA  orking 
Avith  the  American  Public  Works  Association  to  assist 
them  in  their  study  entitled  “Report  on  Private  Utility 
Companies  in  Public  Ways.”  This  section,  in  the  spring 
of  1973,  coordinated  field  tests  in  three  separate  locations 
within  the  city  Avhich  involved  the  activities  of  a private 
utility  company.  Public  Works  Department  highv/ay 
engineers,  and  the  use  of  our  photographer.  Upon  com- 
pletion of  these  field  tests,  our  reports  were  sent  to 
Chicago  to  be  used  in  compiling  their  report. 

Also  in  1973,  in  order  to  assist  the  Capital  Improve- 
ment planning  of  the  Public  Facilities  Department,  this 
section  Avas  designated  to  prepare  a three-year  highAvay 
program.  This  involved  many  man-hours  compiling  field 
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reports  which  had  lo  be  reviewed  and  classified,  the 
making  of  estimates,  tabulating  lengths  of  streets,  and 
establishing  the  scope  of  work  for  various  activities. 

After  this  was  done,  the  three-year  program  was 
established  and  given  to  the  Public  Facilities  Department. 

Coincidental  to  Boston’s  celebrating  its  Bicentennial, 
this  section  is  obliged  to  prepare  for  the  printing  of  a new 
street  book.  Early  in  1974  we  started  to  prepare  for  a 
special  edition  of  this  street  book  with  special  emphasis 
on  our  early  history.  We  hoped  to  have  this  work  com- 
pleted before  the  end  of  1974  and  to  have  the  printed 
street  books  ready  for  1975. 

The  “Boston  200”  as  it  is  called,  has  asked  that  utility 
work  within  specified  areas  either  get  constructed  in  1974 
or  be  placed  on  reserve  until  the  program  is  completed 
in  late  1976.  Programming  of  this  coordination  has  taken 
place  with  the  utility  companies  and  they  are  making 
every  effort  to  comply. 

Design  Section 

The  Design  Section,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Associate  Civil  Engineer,  originated  the  following  Avork 
in  this  eighteen-month  period: 

Plans,  profiles,  estimates,  specifications,  and  contract 
documents  needed  for  planned  construction  or  recon- 
struction of  highAvays,  footAvays,  and  seAver  and  Avater 
facilities. 

Cloth  tracings  for  iicay  street  layouts,  specific  repairs, 
Avidenings,  discontinuances,  easements,  assessments,  and 
specialized  plans  for  \arious  departments  all  as  required 
for  recording  in  Registry. 

Assessment  plans  and  oilier  plans,  maps,  and  charts 
required  for  general  pinposes  in  the  operation  of  the 
department . 

Reviewed  plans  and  consulted  with  various  agencies 
such  as  Boston  Redevelopment  Authoilty,  Massachusetts 
Bay  Transit  Authority,  CommoiiAvealth  of  Massachusetts, 
Department  of  Public  Works,  Metropolitan  District  Com- 
mission. and  others  in  matters  concerning  proposed  sewer, 
water,  and  higliAAay  projects  affecting  the  City  of  Boston. 
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A detailed  breakdown  of  the  work  done  by  the  Design 
Section  included  the  following: 

Completion  of  260  construction  and/or  reconstruction 
plans  for  highway  projects;  the  design,  drawing,  and 
tracing  of  thirteen  sewer  works  projects  and  eighty- two 
water  works  projects;  twelve  street  grades  designed;  five 
tracings  of  street  layout  plans;  seven  streets  having 
inadequate  drainage  were  studied  and  redesigned;  forty- 
five  engineering  studies  and  estimates  were  furnished  in 
connection  with  proposed  sewer  and  water  works;  six 
sewer  works  reports  were  prepared  in  connection  with 
requests  for  approval  sent  to  the  MDC;  twenty-four 
tracings  of  sewer  easements  and  assessments;  150  tracings 
of  miscellaneous  sidewalk  and  street  assessment  plans,  dis- 
continuances, and  land  plans;  105  cost  estimates  furnished 
in  connection  with  proposed  construction  and  reconstruc- 
tion projects;  drainage  areas  studied  in  the  watershed  of 
Canterbury  Brook,  Brook  Farm  Brook,  and  Baker  Street 
Brook;  reviewed  plans  and  layouts  for  sewer  and  water 
works  in  eight  BRA  areas:  Washington  Park,  South  Cove, 
South  End,  Fenway,  Government  Center,  C.B.D.,  Water- 
front, and  Charlestown;  also  reviewed  plans  for  Traffic 
Department,  studies  and  designs  for  improvements  to 
traffic  channelization  at  various  intersections. 

In  the  eighteen-month  period  covered  by  this  report 
this  section  completed  the  design,  plans,  specifications,  and 
contract  documents  required  for  advertising  forty-three 
public  works  contracts  for  various  sewer,  water,  and 
highway  projects.

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HIGHWAY  DIVISION 

The  activities  of  the  various  sections  of  the  Highway 
Division  were  as  follows: 

Construction  Section 

Supervised  the  reconstruction  of  seventy-one  streets 
for  the  amount  of  $2,008,301.66,  and  participated  in  the 
construction  of  five  chapter  90  contracts  in  conjunction 
with  the  Commonwealth  in  the  amount  of  $2,690,760.50. 

Maintenance  Section 

Supervised  the  following:  six  contracts  for  repairs  to 
roadways  in  all  areas  of  the  city,  amounting  to 
$1,061,819.65;  four  contracts  for  repairs  to  sidewalks 
in  all  areas  of  the  city  for  the  amount  of  $592,452.50; 
one  contract  for  asphalt  resurfacing  in  various  streets 
within  the  Interim  Assistance  Area  in  the  amount  of 
$264,540. 

The  ten  district  yards  performed  sidewalk  and  road- 
way repairs,  street  cleaning,  snovr  removal,  plowing,  and 
sanding  operations. 

The  sum  of  $860,845.81  was  expended  to  maintain 
seven  tidewater  bridges,  and  an  amount  of  $74,682.90 
v.  as  used  to  maintain  over  eighty  inland  bridges. 

Clerical  Section 

Prepared  all  estimates  for  payment  for  street  con- 
struction and  reconstruction  work,  chapter  90  projects, 
roadway  and  sidew^alk  repairs,  and  all  estimates  and 
bills  relating  to  snow"  removal  work.  Processed  all 
correspondence  relating  to  Highway  Division  matters. 
Prepared  various  types  of  contracts.  Processed  all  street 
cleaning  estimates  for  payment.  Processed  all  complaints 
received  by  telephone,  letter,  and  personal  visits  from 
abutters  and  residents  pertaining  to  sidewalks,  roadways, 
street  cleaning,  bridge  defects,  and  snoAV  removal 
problems.  Maintained  files  and  records  on  all  highway 
activities. 

Lighting  Section 

This  section  ordered  the  installation  of  3,985  7,000- 
lumen  mercury  vapor  lamps,  1,303  11,000-lumen  mercury 
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vapor  lamps,  886  20,000-lumen  mercury  vapor  lamps, 
and  2 35,000-lumen  mercury  vapor  lamps.  On  January 
1,  1973,  the  Lighting  Section  maintained  996  gas  street 
lamps.  During  1973  and  to  June  30,  1974,  79  new  gas 
street  lamps  were  installed.  On  July  1,  1974  the  city 
had  in  service  1,071  gas  street  lamps  of  which  27  are 
fire  alarm  lamps. 

Snow  Removal 

During  1973  and  to  June  30,  1974  snow  removal 
operations  contractors  were  hired  seven  times  to  supple- 
ment city  equipment.  The  city  equipment  was  used 
twenty-four  times  during  1973  and  to  June  30,  1974 
for  plowing  and/or  salting.  The  total  amount  expended 
for  snow  removal  work  during  1973  and  to  June  30,  1974 
by  the  Public  TV  orks  Department  was  $2,396,32 1.84. 

SANITARY  DIVISION 

Administrative  Section 

Program  1 — Administration 

The  activities  of  the  Administrative  Section  comprised 
supervising  the  various  functions  and  operations  of  the 
division,  the  preparation  of  all  contracts,  the  processing 
of  payments,  the  processing  of  reports,  correspondence, 
violation  notices,  and  complaints  (written,  telephoned, 
and  in  person),  the  compilation  of  inspectors’  reports 
and  daily  reports  on  the  Collection  and  Disposal  Sections’ 
performances,  investigating  and  processing  applications 
for  permits  for  the  transportation  of  refuse,  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  budget,  and  the  supervision  of  the  Snow 
Emergency  Center. 

Collection  Section 

Program  2 — Refuse  Collection  Contracts 

The  city  exercised  its  second  option  in  accordance 
with  Article  17  of  the  publicly  advertised  refuse  collection 
contracts  which  provided  for  the  renewal  of  the  contracts 
effective  April  1,  1973,  to  March  31,  1974.  Contracts 
were  renew^ed  wdth  the  same  refuse  collection  contractors. 
The  requirement  for  the  serarate  collection  of  garbage 
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was  eliminated  from  the  contracts  and  foi\the  first  time 
a combined  refuse  collection  was  instituted  on  a city- 
wide basis.  Considerable  difficulty  arose  with  the  con- 
tractors in  adjusting  the  contract  price  and  with  the 
union  over  the  potential  loss  of  thirty  jobs.  It  w as  finally 
agreed  after  negotiations  that  the  contract  price  would 
remain  unchanged  but  in  lieu  of  separate  garbage  collec- 
tion the  contractors  would  furnish  the  monetary  equiva- 
lent in  street  cleaning  by  providing  mechanical  street 
sweepers  and  use  the  former  garbage  men  and  trucks 
on  manual  street  cleaning  work  to  be  assigned  by  the 
Highway  Division.  Under  these  contracts  the  city 
absorbed  75  percent  of  the  $1.19  per  hour  w age  increase 
plus  five  cents  per  hour  in  health  and  welfare  contribu- 
tions granted  to  the  contractors’  drivers  and  helpers 
over  their  average  Avage  rate  during  the  first  year  of  the 
contracts.  This  increased  payment  to  the  contractors 
cost  approximately  $320,610  for  the  year.  The  total 
expenditure  in  1973  for  refuse  contracts  amounted  to 
$6,085,822,  an  increase  of  $93,153  o\^er  1972.  A total 
of  304,106  tons  of  refuse  was  collected  during  1973. 
On  April  1,  1974  the  city  exercised  its  option  to  extend 
the  contracts  for  a three-month  period  from  April  1, 
to  June  30,  1974.  The  contractors  union  employees 
agreed  to  Avork  at  the  same  wage  rates  except  for  an 
increase  of  fifteen  cents  per  hour  contribution  to  their 
Health  and  Welfare  Fund.  A total  of  147,582  tons  of 
refuse  was  collected  during  the  first  six  months  of  1974 
and  the  payments  to  the  collection  contractors  during 
that  period  totaled  $1,531,724. 

The  total  expenditure  for  refuse  collection  contracts 
for  the  period  January  1,  1973,  to  June  30,  1974  was 
$9,105,690,  and  a total  of  451,688  tons  Avas  collected 
during  that  eighteen-month  period. 

Program  3 — Lol  Cleaning 

The  lot  cleaning  creAV  was  organized  in  1967  for  the 
cleaning  of  vacant  lots  throughout  the  city.  All  littered 
vacant  lots  in  the  city  were  cleaned  at  least  once  and 
many  lots  were  cleaned  several  times  during  the  eighteen 
months  for  a total  of  6,869  lots.  Of  these,  187  were  re- 
quested by  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Public  Service. 
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Program  4 — Alley  Cleaning 

The  alley  cleaning  program  in  the  South  End  and  Lower 
Uoxbury  districts  was  continued  during  the  eighteen 
months  and  is  responsible  for  keeping  the  littering 
of  these  alleys  within  reasonable  bounds.  Approximately 
4,185  tons  of  debris  and  garbage  w^ere  removed  from  the 
alleys. 

Program  5 — Litter  Baskets 

Over  950  pole-type  baskets  are  located  throughout  the 
city,  principally  where  there  are  accumulations  of  pedes- 
trian litter.  All  baskets  were  emptied  by  the  refuse 
collection  contractors  on  Aloud  ays  except  in  the  Boston 
Proper  district  where  they  were  emptied  on  the  regular 
collection  days.  A departmental  night  litter  basket  detail 
emptied  every  basket  nightly,  Tuesday  through  Saturday. 
This  crew  is  under  the  supervision  of  an  inspector  who 
also  directs  the  pickup  of  dead  animals. 

Program  6 — Market  Cleaning 

Under  this  program,  the  division  provides  two  packer- 
type  trucks  on  Fridays  and  Saturdays  servicing  push  cai  t 
peddlers  and  storekeepers  in  the  market  area  in  the 
vicinity  of  Blackstone  Street,  removing  approximately 
3,993  tons  of  refuse  during  the  eighteen  months  and  de- 
positing it  at  the  South  Bay  incinerator. 

Program  1 — Abandoned  Vehicles 

Abandoning  of  automobiles  in  the  city  remained  rela- 
tively low^  due  principally  to  the  value  of  scrap  metal.  A 
total  of  732  vehicles  were  removed,  including  325  vehicles 
removed  by  contract  at  a cost  of  $2,177.50. 

Program  8 — Cleanup  Campaign 

Spring  cleanup  campaigns  were  conducted  in  the  springs 
of  1973  and  1974.  The  liaison  between  the  department 
and  the  various  civic  groups  was  maintained  by  per- 
sonnel from  the  Alayor’s  Office  of  Public  Service.  Hun- 
dreds of  tons  of  debris  (placed  on  the  sidewalk  by  resi- 
dents conducting  basement,  attic,  and  backyard  clean- 
outs) were  removed  by  the  contractors  and  by  the 
division’s  labor  forces.  In  1973,  158  25-cubic  yard  con- 
tainers and  7 6-cubic  yard  containers  were  placed  in 
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various  locations  designated  by  civic  organizations  for 
use  in  the  local  cleanup  ellbrts.  The  providing  and 
servicing  of  these  containers  was  done  under  contract  at 
a cost  of  $13,201.  For  the  same  service  in  1974  we  pro- 
vided 135  25-cubic-yard  containers  at  a contract  cost  of 
$10,024. 

Program  9 — Enforcement  and  Education 

The  uniformed  sanitation  inspectors  continued  ringing 
doorbells  and  notifying  violators  of  the  antilitter  ordi- 
nances to  supply  the  required  number  of  receptacles  to 
provide  for  the  maximum  aTUount  of  refuse  generated  at 
their  addresses. 

Over  17,000  violation  notices  were  issued  by  these  in- 
spectors and  the  results  of  their  efforts  in  the  areas  in 
which  they  w orked  w ere  readily  evident  by  the  reduction 
of  litter  and  the  increase  in  the  number  of  new  barrels. 

During  1973,  the  first  full  year  of  the  functioning  of  the 
City  of  Boston  Housing  Court,  the  uniformed  inspectors 
filed  268  complaints.  The  court’s  action  on  these  cases 
resulted  in  eighty  defendants  being  assessed  court  costs 
or  fines  of  from  $10  to  $50  for  a total  of  $1,840.  The 
institution  of  the  Housing  Court  proved  to  be  very  bene- 
ficial and  a marked  improvement  has  been  noted  especially 
in  the  Beacon  Hill  area. 

During  the  first  six  months  of  1974  approximately  270 
complaints  were  filed  in  the  Boston  Housing  Court  and 
twenty-eight  penalties  w ere  assessed  for  a total  of  $512.50. 
The  department  was  dissatisfied  with  the  large  number  of 
cases  being  dismissed  by  the  court  and  requested  the 
Corporation  Counsel  to  work  out  an  arrangement  that 
would  assist  the  department’s  inspectors  in  their  court 
presentations  in  an  endeavor  to  obtain  a better  response 
from  the  court. 


Disposal  Section 

Program  10  — South  Bay  Incinerator 

The  South  Bay  incinerator  received  and  disposed  of  a 
total  of  200,273  tons  of  refuse  during  the  eighteen-month 
period. 
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Maintenance  work  performed  under  Public  Works  De- 
partment contracts  were  as  follows : 

(1)  Rebuilt  No.  1 furnace  stoker  grates. 

(2)  Reset  and  installed  ten  new  angle  irons  on  the 
crane  tracks. 

(3)  Replaced  six  channel  iron  supports  for  ash  gates. 

(4)  Replaced  refractories  in  the  No.  5 combustion 
chamber  and  dampers. 

(5)  Installed  new  linings  in  the  ash  hoppers  for  the 
No.  1 and  No.  5 furnaces. 

(6)  Replaced  the  feed  water  heater  suction  lines  to  the 
boilers. 

(7)  Installed  new  holding  line  drum  and  geai*  case  on 
No.  3 crane. 

Minor  maintenance  work  and  preventive  maintenance 
was  performed  by  the  plant  maintenance  crew. 

Maintenance  work  performed  under  a Public  Facilities 
contract  comprised  the  finishing  of  the  installation  of  new 
fans  on  the  roof  and  installing  one  feed  water  line  to  the 
boilers. 

Steam  generated  from  the  burning  of  refuse  was  used 
for  providing  heat  and  hot  water  in  the  incinerator  build- 
ing. 

Plans  to  meet  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health 
and  federal  EPA  stringent  standards  for  the  control  of 
stack  emissions  proceeded  during  the  year.  Work  con- 
tinued under  the  contract  with  the  Stone  & Webster 
Management  Consultants,  Inc.  A preliminai’y  issue  of 
the  background  data  document  was  submitted  and  a 
prebidders  conference  was  held  in  February,  1973.  Fol- 
loAving  the  conference  ansv/ers  to  the  written  questions 
submitted  by  the  invited  firms  were  prepared  by  the 
Public  Works  Department,  the  Law  Department,  Boston 
Edison  Company,  and  Stone  & Webster.  In  July,  1973 
a second  prebidders  conference  Avas  held.  Much  work 
followed  in  attempting  to  resolve  vaiioiis  difficult  legal 
and  fiscal  aspects  of  the  project.  Stone  & Webster  pre- 
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pared  a preliminary  draft  of  invitation  to  submit  proposal 
and  on  November  8,  1973  copies  were  transmitted  to  all 
the  interested  agencies  and  on  December  17,  1973  a meet- 
ing was  held  to  discuss  the  required  changes  in  the  pre- 
limiiiai’y  draft.  It  is  expected  that  the  invitation  to  sub- 
mit a proposal  will  be  issued  sometime  in  1974. 

Program  11  — Gardner  Street  Sanitary  Landfill 

A total  of  362,279  tons  of  rubbish  was  received  and 
disposed  of  at  the  site  during  the  eighteen-month  period. 
445,682  tons  of  cover  material  was  purchased  from  a 
contractor  who  trucked  it  to  the  dump  site  where  it  was 
used  to  cover  the  initial  layer  of  incinerator  residue 
(84,757  tons)  completing  the  program  of  a sanitary  landfill 
operation. 

The  capacity  of  the  existing  landfill  is  approaching  ex- 
haustion and  the  need  for  an  alternate  disposal  facility  is 
urgent.  Our  request  to  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Works  to  provide  under  Chapter  834,  Acts  of  1969,  a solid 
waste  disposal  facility  that  can  be  used  by  the  City  of 
Boston  does  not  appear  to  be  receiving  any  affirmative 
action. 

In  September  we  acquired  ownership  of  4.25  acres  of 
land  from  the  Gethsemane  Cemetery  and  acquiring  this 
land,  due  to  its  location,  will  provide  for  a considerable 
volume  of  fill. 

Work  proceeded  under  a contract  with  Metcalf  & Eddy 
Engineers,  Inc.  to  provide  engineering  services  for  the 
investigation  of  conditions  at  the  Gai’dner  Street  sanitary 
landfill  and  the  development  of  an  operating  plan  that 
will  comply  with  an  order  of  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Health  and  its  “Regulations  for  the  Disposal  of 
Solid  Wastes  by  Sanitary  Landfill.”  Very  favorable  pre- 
liminary reports  were  submitted  in  May,  July,  and 
October  indicating  a minor  problem  with  ground  water 
and  no  problem  with  contamination  of  the  adjoining 
surface  waters  of  Saw  Mill  Brook  and  the  Charles  River. 
In  December  an  interim  report  was  assembled  and  sent  to 
all  members  of  the  Gardner  Street  task  force.  This  task 
force  was  formed  following  picketing  of  the  landfill  in 
April  by  a relatively  few  West  Roxbui’y  residents  who 
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were  basically  objecting  to  the  elimination  of  the  separate 
garbage  collection.  This  task  force  comprises  eight 
members  from  various  city  agencies  and  five  representa- 
tives of  the  community.  It  is  expected  that  the  proposed 
operating  plan  will  be  completed  and  a conference  held 
with  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  for  accept- 
tance  sometime  in  1974. 

In  1972  we  entered  into  a contract  with  the  Universal 
Engineering  Corporation  for  an  investigation  and  report 
on  the  Gardner  Street  bridge.  As  this  bridge  provides  the 
only  means  for  access  to  the  landiilL  we  believe  it  prudent 
to  determine  the  present  carrying  capacity  and  what 
could  be  done  to  reinforce  the  present  structure  to  in- 
crease its  carrying  capacity  to  thirty-five  tons.  Reduction 
in  allowed  loading  would  result  in  a considerable  increase 
in  costs  for  the  hauling  of  residue  and  cover  material.  A 
report  was  submitted  on  February  15,  1973. 

Program  12  — Garbage  Disposal 

The  city  did  not  exercise  its  second  option  renewal  of 
the  contracts  with  Kristoff  Brothers  for  removing  garbage 
delivered  to  the  Victory  Road  transfer  station  and  with 
Kennedy  Brothers  for  removing  garbage  delivered  to  the 
Gardner  Street  transfer  station,  to  commence  April  1, 
1973.  Approximately  710  tons  of  garbage  was  transferred 
at  Gardner  Street  and  710  tons  at  Victory  Road. 

The  decision  to  eliminate  separate  garbage  collections 
and  disposal  was  based  primarily  on  economics.  The 
constantly  decreasing  volume  of  garbage  collected  resulted 
in  a unit  cost  of  approximately  $100  per  ton  which  is  five 
times  the  cost  of  a mixed  refuse  collection.  There  has 
been  a trend  to  combined  collection  throughout  the 
country  without  any  deleterious  effects  resulting.  The 
combined  collection  did  not  result  in  the  generation  of  any 
sanitation  problems  and  after  the  first  month  the  tele- 
phone calls  (which  were  mostly  a matter  of  inquiry  rather 
than  complaint)  dwindled  to  none.  Prior  to  April  I,  1973 
strenuous  objections  were  raised  by  many  people  and 
groups  but  their  fears  and  concerns  proved  groundless. 
The  establishment  of  this  policy  will  result  in  a consider- 
able savings  in  collection  costs  in  the  future,  the  low  bids 
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received  in  May,  1974,  being  over  a inilKoii  dollars  below 
the  previous  bids  for  the  collection  contracts  received  in 
1971. 

Program  13  — Snow  Removal 

The  Snow  Emergency  Center  finished  its  eleventh  and 
twelfth  seasons  of  operation  at  the  Civil  Defense  office 
located  in  the  lirst  floor  of  City  Hall  during  the  winters  of 
1972-1973  and  1973-1974  under  the  direction  of  the 
Deputy  Commissioner.  The  Sanitary  Division  supplied 
the  personnel  that  was  the  backbone  of  this  operation. 
The  assignment  of  salting  and  snow  plowing  in  the  Main 
Routes  3 District  was  capably  handled  by  the  Sanitary 
Division  personnel.  IN  o storms  were  of  sufficient  intensity 
to  require  contract  plowing  during  the  1972-1973  season, 
an  unprecedented  condition.  Four  storms  required  con- 
tract plowing  during  the  1973-1974  winter  season.

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SEWER  DIVISION 

The  Sewer  Division  is  comprised  of  three  sections: 
Administrative,  Maintenance,  and  Construction,  under 
the  direction  of  a Division  Engineer. 

The  Administrative  Section,  under  the  direction  of  an 
Administrative  Assistant,  is  responsible  for  the  prepara- 
tion of  budgetary  requirements;  maintenance  of  person- 
nel time  records;  presenting  receiving  notices  and  war- 
rants for  service  orders  and  purchase  requisitions  to  the 
Central  Office  of  the  department  for  processing;  all 
correspondence  received  in,  and  emanating  from,  the 
Sewer  Division;  processing  of  estimates  for  payment  of 
work  performed  under  contracts;  keeping  records  per- 
taining to  the  sewerage  works  loan  account;  furnishing 
information  relative  to  department  policy  as  determined 
by  directives,  orders,  and  ordinances;  and  preparing  and 
processing  the  necessary  forms  relating  to  abatement  of 
sewer  use  charges. 

The  Maintenance  Section,  under  the  direction  of  an 
Associate  Engineer,  is  responsible  for  the  cleaning  of 
catch  basins,  drop  inlets,  sewers  and  sewer  appurtenances; 
answering  and  investigating  complaints  relating  to 
sewerage  works;  maintaining  and  repairing  sewers;  in- 
specting the  laying  of  drains;  operation  of  sewer  pumping 
stations  and  disposal  plant ; recording  complaints  relating 
to  sewerage  works;  recording  sewer  inspections;  keeping 
record  plans  of  the  entire  sewerage  system ; and  furnishing 
information  to  the  public  relating  to  sewerage  works. 

The  Construction  Section,  under  the  direction  of  an 
Associate  Engineer,  is  responsible  for  the  entire  building 
operations  of  sewerage  works  constructed  and  recon- 
structed under  contracts,  from  the  field  layouts  through 
the  final  inspections;  preparation  of  estimates  for  pay- 
ment for  all  work  performed  under  sewerage  v/orks  con- 
tracts; and  furnishing  record  plans  of  sewerage  works  to 
the  Maintenance  Section  foi*  updating  its  sectional  plans. 

During  this  period  the  Sewer  Division  was  involved  in 
many  and  various  projects  in  the  area  of  wmter  pollution 
control,  including  the  following: 
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1.  Made  application  to  the  United  States  Environ- 
mental Protection  Agency  for  a municipal  discharge  per- 
mit as  required  by  section  402  of  the  Federal  Water 
Pollution  Control  Act,  Amendments  of  1972  (33  U.S.C. 
1251,  et  seq.). 

2.  Held  a series  of  meetings  with  representatives  of 
C.  E.  Maguire,  Inc.,  consulting  engineer,  and  representa- 
tives of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  for  the 
purpose  of  finalizing  their  plans  for  the  construction  of  a 
new  sewage  pumping  station  and  pollution  control 
facility  on  Union  Park  Street. 

3.  In  cooperation  with  the  Boston  Parks  and  Recrea- 
tion Department,  began  implementation  of  the  recom- 
mendations for  water  quality  improvement  in  the  Back 
Bay  Fens  by  C.  E.  Maguire,  Inc.,  consulting  engineers. 

4.  Actively  cooperated  with  Process  Research,  Inc., 
consulting  engineers,  in  their  study  of  pollution  control 
alternatives  for  Dorchester  Bay  for  the  Metropolitan 
District  Commission. 

5.  Under  existing  agreement  between  the  City  of 
Boston  and  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  for 
the  rehabilitation  or  replacement  of  tide  gates  in  the 
City  of  Boston  drainage  system  of  the  M.D.C.  Sewerage 
District,  the  City  of  Boston  Sewer  Division  is  actively 
cooperating  in  the  prosecution  of  this  program. 

Furnished  inspection  services  for  a major  New  England 
Telephone  Company  conduit  installation  project  along 
the  Central  Artery  near  South  Station. 

Furnished  information  and  advise  to  Boston  Gas  Com- 
pany and  Boston  Edison  Company  in  their  expansion  of 
underground  ducts  and  related  facilities.

Public  Works  Department 

Water  Division 

The  following  report  concerning  the  activities  of  the 
Water  Division  of  the  Public  Works  Department  including 
its  operations,  statistics,  receipts,  and  expenditures  for  an 
eighteen-month  period  ending  June  30,  1974,  is  respect- 
fully submitted. 

All  pipes  and  appurtenances  for  supplying  potable  water 
to  the  city  are  under  the  control,  care,  and  maintenance 
of  this  division.  Also,  provided  by  the  Water  Division  is 
the  water  to  the  two  high-pressure  pumping  stations 
operated  by  the  Fire  Department  for  fire  protection  in  the 
central  business  section  of  the  city.  The  Metropolitan 
District  Commission  supplies  water  to  the  Boston  city 
line  and  charges  $200  per  milhon  gallons  of  water  sold  to 
its  members.  Boston  requirements  for  water  in  1973  and 
to  June  30,  1974,  was  141,169,500  gallons  of  water  per  day 
or  232  gallons  per  capita. 

Construction  Section 

The  Construction  Section  consisted  of  two  junior  civil 
engineers,  tw  o senior  engineering  aids,  one  junior  engineer- 
ing aid  and  eight  water  service  inspectors.  The  services  of 
two  assistant  civil  engineers  and  one  principal  civil  en- 
gineer for  the  supervision  of  this  section  is  required. 

Domestic  services,  new  — 326. 

Fire  pipes,  new  — 86. 

Hydrants:  established  — 19;  changes  — 261;  aban- 
doned — 242;  an  increase  of  19  hydrants. 

During  1973  and  to  June  30,  1974,  a total  of  22,488 
linear  feet  of  main  pipe  was  laid  or  relaid,  varying  in  size 
from  4 inches  to  36  inches.  The  areas  in  which  main 
pipes  were  laid  or  relaid  are  subdivided  in  districts  as

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System  relaid  1.9  miles,  extended  1.7  miles  of  pipe; 
established  261  new  hydrants  and  abandoned  242  hydrants 
for  an  increase  of  19  hydrants.  The  Water  Division 
replaces  100  or  more,  old  and/or  defective  hydrants, 
under  contract,  each  year. 


IVIaintenance  Section 

The  Maintenance  Section  is  presently  under  the  super- 
vision of  a junior  civil  engineer,  and  with  the  aid  of  the 
personnel  of  the  Construction  Section,  assisted  in  supply- 
ing official  information  to  the  public  concerning  ail  hy- 
draulic problems,  main  pipe  and  service  pipe  locations, 
[)i'ocessed  applications  for  new  or  enlarged  domestic  and 
fire  services,  and  maintained  official  records,  plans,  and 
pressure  charts,  and  generally  supervised  the  three  Water 
Division  yards.  An  associate  civil  engineer,  a senior 
civil  engineer  and  an  assistant  engineer  are  required  to 
supervise  this  section  and  the  services  of  a senior  clerk- 
typist  is  required. 


Main  Projects 

In  1973-74,  contracts  were  awarded  for  the  purchase  of 
16,220  water  meters  in  various  sizes.  The  Water  Division 
set  more  than  8,853  water  meters  in  1973-74.  14,495 
linear  feet  of  20-inch  to  36-inch  water  mains  were  cleaned 
and  cement-lined  in  Roxbury,  and  8,180  linear  feet  of  8 
inches  to  12  inches  were  cleaned  and  cement-lined  in  the 
vSouth  End.

These  yai’ds  are  responsible  for  the  repair  and  main- 
tenance of  main  pipes,  service  and  fire  pipes,  hydrants, 
and  gates;  and  providing  emergency  and  general  service 
to  the  public.  The  main  yard  at  710  Albany  Street  main* 
tains  emergency  crews  around  the  clock  for  any  water 
service  that  may  be  required  in  any  section  of  the  city. 

The  main  yard  and  two  area  yai’ds  were  assisted  by 
three  contractors.  The  contractual  work  consisted  of 
excavation  and  backfilling  to  allow  Water  Division 
employees  to  repair  leaks,  lay  or  relay  water  services, 
change  hydrants,  and  repair  or  replace  defective  ap- 
purtenances. 

The  maintenance  shops  handled  all  drilling  of  services 
in  the  main  yard  and  assisted,  in  case  of  emergency,  in  the 
area  yards.  These  shops  repair  defective  hydrants, 
defective  gates  (in  the  ground,  if  possible),  and  rebuild 
corporation,  tapping,  and  high  pressure  gates.  Along 
with  this  work,  the  maintenance  shops  render  assistance 
to  other  branches  of  the  Public  Works  Depaidment  in 
many  special  jobs.  The  meter  shop  installs  new  meters, 
changes  worn  and  defective  meters,  tests  and  repairs 
water  meters,  and  maintains  records  of  all  meters  in  and 
out  of  service.  More  than  8,833  water  meters  in  various 
sizes  were  installed  by  the  meter  shop  during  1973-74, 
replacing  the  connection  pieces,  nonregistering  water 
meters,  and  to  meter  new  accounts. 

Administrative  Section 

All  of  the  important  clerical  and  administrative  func- 
tions of  the  Water  Division  are  performed  by  the  Ad- 
ministrative Section.  This  section  assists  the  Division 
Engineer  in  the  preparation  of  annual  budget  estimates 
and  requests,  prepares  overtime  authorizations,  and 
furnishes  information  to  the  public  regarding  this  di- 
vision’s activities  and  regulations.  The  Administrative 
Section  is  currently  supervised  by  the  Administrative 
Assistant  and  is  staffed  by  one  principal  clerk-stenog- 
rapher and  one  senior  clerk-typist.  One  principal  clerk- 
typist  is  needed  to  assist  in  the  many  functions  handled 
by  this  section. 
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Revenue  Section 

All  functions,  under  the  direction  of  the  Water  Revenue 
Supervisor,  in  relation  to  the  revenue  from  water  supply 
and  services  are  the  responsibility  of  this  office.  These 
functions  include  the  processing  of  applications  for  new 
services  and  fire  pipes,  the  reading  of  more  than  89,500 
accounts  quarterly  and/or  semiannually,  requesting  the 
testing,  installation,  or  removal  of  meters,  and  the 
handling  of  complaints  or  inquiries  concerning  charges 
rendered.  Water  Division  gross  receipts  amounted  to 
$23,075,747  in  1973-74. 

Employees  of  the  Revenue  Section  answer  inquiries 
from  the  public  concerning  the  sew  er  use  charge. 

The  Revenue  Section  processes  and  resolves  all  petitions 
for  abatement,  including  those  petitions  for  abatement 
of  the  sewer  use  charge,  when  said  chaiges  are  directly 
related  to  water  consumption.  Sewer  use  charge  petitions, 
when  of  a technical  nature,  are  resolved  by  the  Sewer 
Division.  The  number  of  abatements  of  metered  water 
rates  granted  in  1973-74  was  2,396  amounting  to  $455,- 
246.70. 


MDC  Water  Assessment 

The  Metropolitan  District  Commission’s  water  assess- 
ment for  1973-74  will  amount  to  $15,472,177  for  77,360,- 
886,700  gallons  of  w ater  at  the  rate  of  $200  per  million 
gallons.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  section  25  of 
chapter  3 of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  I respect- 
fully submit  the  amnual  report  of  the  Pubhc  Works 
Department  for  the  period  from  July  1,  1974,  to  June 
30,  1975. 

As  required  by  section  36  of  chapter  21  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1961,  I am  also  submitting  the  annual 
report  of  the  Pubhc  Improvement  Commission. 

Because  the  workings  of  the  department  are  such  that 
its  every  move  is  in  the  pubhc  eye,  it  is  imperative  that 
this  department  operate  as  economicahy  and  efficiently 
as  possible.  The  operation  of  the  department  is  through 
a Central  Office  and  five  divisions.  Each  division  is  in 
charge  of  a Division  Engineer,  who  is  an  expert  in  his 
particular  field.  The  following  are  the  functions  of  the 
Pubhc  Works  Department:  the  construction,  reconstruc- 
tion of  highways  and  sidewalks,  bridges,  street  lighting, 
snow  removal,  sewerage  and  drednage  construction  and 
maintenance,  distribution  of  potable  water,  and  the 
maintenance  of  necessary  components,  sanitation,  street 
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cleaning,  removal  amd  disposal  of  refuse  and  garbage, 
incineration,  and  the  cleaning  of  catch  basins.  The 
engineering  requirements  to  carr^'  on  the  above  programs 
are  by  depai’tmental  employees,  assisted  by  contract 
experts.  ^ , 

Delegation  of  authority  in  the  department  is  as  follows: 
Central  Office 

There  are  three  sections  in  the  Central  Office  — an 
Administrative  Branch;  a ^Maintenance  Branch;  and  a 
Permit  Branch. 

The  Administrative  Branch  processes  purchase  and 
supply  requisitions,  service  orders,  payrolls,  personnel 
requisitions,  transfers,  promotions,  and  terminations. 
This  branch  also  handles,  studies,  and  prepares  reports. 

The  ^Maintenance  Branch  was  established  Februaiy  8, 
1960,  by  the  consohdation  of  the  Automotive  Section  and 
the  Repair  Shop,  formerly  in  the  Sanitary  Division.  This 
branch  is  responsible  for  the  care,  control,  and  mainte- 
nance of  departmental  veliicles.  It  is  also  in  charge  of  the 
pubhc  utihty  facihties  in  the  various  yards  and  serves  as 
a housekeeping  unit. 

Communications  Center 

The  department  maintains  a Communications  Center 
consisting  of  a main  base  station  radio,  hnkage  by  closed 
circuit  teletype  system  with  ten  highway  yards,  and  the 
central  snow  removal  office  at  Albany  Street.  Depart- 
mental mobile  units  are  radio  equipped. 

During  the  year  automotive  equipment  amounting  to 
an  expenditure  of  $850,256  was  purchased  for  the  de- 
partment. 

Permit  Branch 

The  Permit  Branch  is  the  departmental  unit  for  the 
issuance  of  permits  and  licenses.  This  branch  receives 
departmental  fees,  rentals,  and  charges  for  these  functions. 

Contract  Section 

One  of  the  more  important  functions  of  the  Adminis- 
trative Branch  is  the  Contract  Section.  Here  approxi- 
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mately  138  contracts,  involving  all  facets  of  public  works, 
are  processed.  The  volume  of  these  contracts  amounted 
to  expenditures  of  approximately  $18,622,430.  The  work 
is  extremely  technical,  as  there  must  be  strict  compliance 
with  the  general  laws,  ordinances,  and  special  laws  per- 
taining to  the  city.  Upon  execution  of  contracts,  copies 
of  periodical  estimates,  extensions  of  time,  and  extra  work 
orders  are  processed  and  filed. 

Fiscal  and  Accounting 

The  financial  and  accounting  records  of  the  department 
are  kept  by  this  section.  All  funds  of  the  department  are 
appropriated  or  allowed  through  the  six  major  budgets, 
seven  loan  accounts,  and  various  federal  and  state  grants. 

The  following  statements  show  the  appropriations, 
allowances,  expenditures,  etc.  of  the  department’s  funds 
from  July  1,  1974,  to  June  30,  1975.

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Personnel  Section 

The  personnel  activity  report  covers  the  period  July  1, 
1974,  through  the  close  of  business  June  30,  1975. 

Records  of  this  department  indicate  an  authorized 
work  force  of  1,612  positions.  On  July  1,  1974,  there 
were  1,222  employees  on  the  department  rolls.  By  June 
30,  1975,  the  actual  work  force  had  been  reduced  to 
1,184  employees. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  four  em- 
ployees were  permanently  and  voluntarily  separated 
under  the  provisions  of  section  46E,  chapter  31,  Mass. 
G.  L.,  as  amended;  thirty-eight  persons  retired;  four 
employees  were  discharged  for  cause;  fifteen  persons  re- 
signed to  accept  employment  elsewhere;  and,  regretfully, 
nineteen  employees  died  during  the  report  period;  one 
employee  transferred  to  another  depaidment. 

A total  of  forty  new  employees  were  appointed  during 
this  period  and  three  former  employees  were  reinstated 
to  positions  they  formerly  held  in  the  department.  No 
transfers  into  the  department  took  place. 

Overall,  then,  a reduction  in  the  number  of  department 
employees  occurred  during  the  period  July  1,  1974, 
through  June  30,  1975,  reflecting  the  Public  Works  De- 
partment’s continued  vigorous  adherence  to  his  Honor’s 
austerity  program.

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MAINTENANCE  BRANCH 
History 

The  Maintenance  Branch,  a section  of  the  Central 
Office,  was  estabhshed  February  8,  1960,  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Pubhc  Works  and  is  a consohdation  of  the 
former  Automotive  Division  of  the  Repair  Shops,  pre- 
viously under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Sanitary  Division. 


Functions  and  Procedures 

The  Maintenance  Branch  is  responsible  for  the  care, 
control,  and  maintenance  of  all  department-owned 
vehicles,  and  for  the  operation,  care,  and  maintenance  of 
all  real  estate  and  related  facilities  of  the  Public  Works 
Department.  The  control  of  public  utilities,  such  as 
telephones,  electrical  services,  etc.,  is  vested  in  the 
Maintenance  Branch,  as  well  as  household  supplies,  fuel 
oil,  etc. 

The  Maintenance  Branch  is  primarily  a service  agency, 
and  its  success  depends  on  how  efficaciously  it  meets  the 
operating  demands  of  the  entire  department.  It  is  re- 
sponsible for  the  following  functions : 

(1)  Performs  automotive  repairs  of  many  types;  (2) 
determines  repairs  to  be  made  by  commercial  firms  and 
checks  the  repairs  which  are  made;  (3)  maintains  stocks 
of  automotive  supplies;  (4)  lubricates  vehicles  and  makes 
periodic  changes  of  oil;  (5)  supervises  the  maintenance 
of  vehicles  through  periodic  inspections  and  through 
preventive  maintenance  procedures;  (6)  dispenses  gaso- 
hne,  oil,  and  antifreeze  to  department  vehicles;  (7)  is 
responsible  for  the  storage  of  vehicles  in  garages  of  the 
department  and  in  commercial  storage  areas;  (8)  keeps 
records  of  equipment  and  supplies  and  cost  analysis 
records;  (9)  participates  in  decisions  concerning  the  pur- 
chase of  new  equipment;  (10)  draws  up  specifications  for 
new  equipment;  (11)  receives  new  equipment  and  pre- 
pares it  for  use;  (12)  furnishes  emergency  towing  service 
for  vehicles  of  any  municipal  agency;  (13)  furnishes  com- 
munications of  radio,  teletype,  and  telephone  to  operating 
units  of  the  Public  Works  Department. 
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The  central  dispatching  headquarters  is  at  710  Albany 
Street. 

The  eighty  “five  employees  of  the  Maintenance  Branch 
on  the  payroll  as  of  June  30,  1975,  were  employed  at  the

Administrative  Section 

The  principal  administrative  functions  include:  (a) 
budget  estimates  and  reports ; (b)  preparation  of  contracts, 
specifications,  and  invitations  to  bid;  (c)  procurement  of 
equipment,  tools,  parts,  materials,  and  supplies;  (d)  ac- 
counting and  cost  records  and  reports;  (e)  maintenance 
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records  and  reports;  (f)  contract  administration;  (g)  gen- 
eral supervision  of  equipment;  (h)  general  supervision  of 
the  repair  shops;  (i)  general  supervision  of  personnel; 
(j)  supervision  of  correspondence;  (k)  supervision  of  the 
Conmiunications  Center;  (1)  dispensing  of  gasoline; 
(m)  supervision  of  safety  program;  and  (n)  time-keeping 
and  record-keeping. 

The  Albany  Street  Garage  is  a two-story  building  with 
a floor  area  of  22,000  square  feet,  and  is  utihzed  for 
garaging  of  trucks  and  dispensing  of  gasoline  and  oil. 

Automotive  Repair  Section 

The  Automotive  Repair  Section  is  divided  into  four 
locations:  (1)  Highland  Street  Motor  Repair  Garage, 
Roxbury;  (2)  Albany  Street,  Rost  on  Proper;  (3)  Forest 
HiUs,  Jamaica  Plain;  (4)  Hancock  Street,  Dorchester. 

1.  The  Highland  Street  Motor  Repair  Garage  is  a 
one-story  building  with  a floor  area  of  8,200  square  feet, 
and  is  utihzed  for  general  repair  work,  stockroom,  lubrica- 
tion, and  dispensing  of  gasohne  and  oil.  Approximately 

10.000  repair  jobs  are  performed  yearly  at  the  various 
garages.  The  stockroom  at  the  Highland  Street  Motor 
Repair  Garage  maintains  an  inventorv"  of  approximately 

850.000  worth  of  repair  parts,  tires,  batteries,  etc. 

Typical  repair  jobs  performed  at  the  Highland  Motor 

Repair  Garage  are  hsted  below : 

(a)  Adjusting,  relining,  and  repairing  brakes. 

(b)  Adjusting  and  overhauhng  clutches. 

(c)  Repairing  fuel  pumps. 

(d)  Repairing  and  installing  mufflers. 

(e)  Motor  tune-up  jobs. 

(f)  Major  chassis  repairs. 

(g)  Engine  overhaul. 

(h)  Ignition  and  carburetor  repairs. 

(i)  Installing  rebuilt  motors  on  trucks. 

(j)  Repairing  of  power  take-offs  on  hoists. 

(k)  Repairing  tires  and  tubes. 

2.  The  Albany  Street  Sweeper  Repair  Shop  is  respon- 
sible for  the  mechanical  operation  of  the  street  sweepers. 
The  Albany  Street  Sweeper  Repair  Shop  combined  with 
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the  Welding  Repair  Section  comprises  an  area  of  approxi- 
mately 30,000  square  feet.  The  shop  personnel  perform 
complete  overhaul  operations  and  installs  motor,  con- 
sisting of  the  removal  of  the  fan  belts,  engine  pulleys, 
generators,  water  pumps,  intake  and  exhaust  manifolds, 
carburetors,  plugs,  wires,  distributors,  rear  housings, 
flywheels,  clutch  pressure  plates,  and  bearings. 

The  workers  repair  and  install  drive  chains  on  front 
wheels,  elevators,  auxiliary  drives,  and  main  broom 
drives;  as  well  as  aligning,  repairing,  and  instalKng 
sprockets  for  these  chains.  They  overhaul  the  hydraulic 
systems,  and  overhaul  the  transmissions  of  rear  ends. 

The  Sweeper  Repair  Shop  employees  replace  plugs, 
points,  condensers,  and  “tune”  the  sweepers.  They 
clean  and  adjust  plugs  and  points.  In  the  snow  season 
they  repair  the  snow-fighting  equipment  in  the  area. 

Every  two  weeks  a complete  grease  and  oil  change  is 
performed,  including  filter  replacement,  and  steam  clean- 
ing of  entire  vehicle  (inside  and  out)  is  made. 

3.  The  Forest  Hills  Garage  is  a one-story  building  of 
approximately  8,400  square  feet.  Specifically  the  shop 
personnel  grease  cars,  trucks,  tractors,  and  other  auto- 
motive equipment;  they  check  transmissions  and  dif- 
ferentials for  proper  lubrication,  and  change  the  grease. 
In  general  this  garage  is  used  for  ordinary  repair  work  to 
all  types  of  vehicles,  as  well  as  for  lubrication  and  the 
dispensing  of  gasoline  and  oil. 

4.  The  Hancock  Street  Garage  is  a one-story  building 
with  a floor  area  of  8,800  square  feet,  and  is  utilized  for 
general  repair  work  to  all  types  of  vehicles,  lubrication, 
and  dispensing  of  gasoline  and  oil.  In  essence  this  garage 
performs  similar  functions  in  Area  3 to  those  done  by  the 
Forest  Hills  Garage  in  Area  2. 

A number  of  special  jobs  are  sent  to  outside  repair 
shops.  These  are  jobs  which  the  garages  lack  the  facilities 
to  do  themselves,  or  which  it  is  believed,  because  of  their 
particular  nature,  can  be  handled  more  economically  or 
efficiently  by  firms  which  specialize  in  the  work.  A list  of 
these  repair  jobs  which  are  performed  outside  would 
normally  include  the  below-mentioned: 
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(a)  Radiator  repadrs. 

(b)  Glass  work. 

(c)  Some  ignition  work  (e.g.,  magnetos,  distributors, 
etc.). 

(d)  Rebuilding  of  motors. 

(e)  Spring  repairs. 

(f)  Starter  motors. 

(g)  Upholstering  work. 

Welding  Repair  Section 

The  Welding  Repair  Section  is  divided  into  two  loca- 
tions: (1)  Albany  Street  Welding  Repair  Section,  and 
(2)  Dana  Avenue  Welding  Repair  Section. 

1.  The  Albany  Street  Welding  Repair  Section  is 
responsible  for  mechanical  welding  and  blacksmith  repairs 
to  street  sweepers,  brooms,  and  runners;  the  maintenance 
of  snowplows  (approximately  300  snowplows  and  frames 
are  installed  on  city  trucks  and  contractors’  equipment) ; 
the  care  and  maintenance  of  disposal  boxes. 

The  repair  shop  personnel  lay  out,  cut,  and  fit  mate- 
rials for  welding;  preheat  and  clean  metals;  perform  auto 
body  repair  work  of  aU  types,  including  straightening, 
grinding,  and  welding.  The  shop  personnel  install  plow 
frames,  pumps,  and  rams,  and  repair  and  replace  the 
same.  They  weld  grouzer  bars  on  bulldozers,  repair 
and  extend  blades  on  bulldozers,  and  make  all  types  of 
brackets  and  clamps  for  all  the  divisions  of  the  depart- 
ment. 

Considerable  repair  Avork  is  performed  for  divisions  of 
the  department:  repairing  of  pumps  and  screens  for  the 
Sewer  Division;  repairing  of  pipes,  burning  of  joints, 
cutting  of  bolts,  repairing  of  gate  and  shut-off  wrenches 
for  the  Water  Division;  welding  parts  for  cranes  and 
stabilizing  bars  for  the  Sanitary  Division  (incinerator), 
and  repairing  signs  and  fences  for  the  Highway  Division. 

2.  The  Dana  Avenue  Welding  Repaiir  Section  wields, 
heats,  and  straightens  all  types  of  department-owned 
vehicles.  Spray  painting,  steam  cleaning,  sanding,  and 
chipping  on  all  department  vehicles  are  performed  here, 
as  well  as  lettering  and  installing  decals  on  equipment. 
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This  shop  is  engaged  in  the  repair  and  maintenance  of 
motor  vehicles,  heavy  equipment,  street  sweepers,  snow- 
removal  equipment,  and  the  welding,  straightening,  and 
grinding  of  auto  bodies,  parts,  and  equipment. 

This  repair  shop  is  used  for  general  repair  work  to  all 
types  of  vehicles  as  well  as  lubrication  and  the  dispensing 
of  gasoline. 


Building  Maintenance  Section 

The  Building  Maintenance  Section  is  located  at  the 
Albany  Street  Garage.  This  section  maintains  the  build- 
ings and  related  property  of  the  department;  constructs 
and  repairs  barriers,  disposal  boxes,  and  signs;  erects 
fences  and  platforms,  remodels  offices,  etc. 

The  shop  personnel  build  signs  for  all  types  of  work, 
such  as  “No  Parking”  for  street-cleaning  and  snow- 
removal  signs;  repair  oak  decks  on  low-bed  trailers  and 
wooden  sills  on  all  trucks;  repair  all  damage  caused  by 
city  vehicles  (carpentry) ; erect  and  repair  pitometer 
houses  for  the  Water  Division  pitometer  survey;  build  and 
remodel  walls  and  partitions  in  all  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment offices;  construct  wood  forms  for  concrete  blocks, 
foundations,  footings,  and  walls;  crate  all  types  of  heavy 
machines  to  be  transported ; keep  in  repair  approximately 
1,000  feet  of  chain  hnk  fence. 

Communications  Center 

The  purpose  of  the  Communications  Center  of  the 
Pubhc  Works  Department  (which  is  located  at  710  Albany 
Street),  and  the  Communications  Center  for  Civil  De- 
fense (which  is  located  in  City  Hall),  is  to  be  in  constant 
contact  with  the  vehicles  which  are  equipped  as  mobile 
stations. 

The  radio  system  is  designed  with  three  objectives  in 
mind:  (1)  to  furnish  the  Public  Works  Department  with 
the  best  radio  communication  possible;  (2)  to  increase  the 
efficiency  of  the  Public  Works  Department;  and  (3)  to 
save  the  taxpayers  money  by  eliminating  the  needless  use 
of  labor  time. 

The  Communications  Center  of  the  Public  Works  De- 
partment operates  twenty-four  hours  a day  and  seven 
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days  a week.  A closed  circuit  teletype  system  and  base 
radio  station  is  installed  in  ten  highway  district  yards 
linking  these  districts  with  their  vehicles  and  the  central 
snow  removal  office  at  Albany  Street.  In  case  of  power 
failm’e  at  the  Main  Base  Station,  the  auxihary  unit  at 
Albany  Street  would  be  activated.  The  need  for  the 
Main  Base  is  to  provide  an  overall  coverage  to  the  mobile 
units  and  the  ten  stations.

Submitted  herewith  is  the  annual  report  of  the  Engi- 
neering Division  of  the  City  of  Boston  Public  Works 
Department  for  fiscal  1975,  July  1,  1974,  through  June 
30,  1975. 

In  reviewing  the  various  items  comprising  the  total 
work  done,  and  in  retrospect  relative  to  the  year  gone 
by,  listed  are  a few  items  that  could  stand  special  mention. 

1.  The  problem  of  finding  space  for  the  many  needs 
of  the  utility  companies  becomes  more  difficult  yearly. 
As  our  streets  become  increasingly  congested  because  of 
expanding  requests  for  space  from  utility  companies,  we, 
at  the  same  time,  are  trying  to  preserve  “elbowroom”  for 
our  own  street  furniture  and  utility  needs.  This  problem 
is  accentuated  in  our  sidewalk  areas  because  of  the 
greatly  increased  demand  for  tree  planting,  lighting,  and 
other  items  requiring  free  sidewalk  space.  The  utility 
companies  are  finding  our  sidewalks  the  only  areas  not 
now  occupied  by  other  utilities  so  we  have  to  be  very 
careful  about  allotting  space  anywhere. 

2.  There  is  a growing  interest  everywhere  in  the  city 
in  seeing  mini-parks  developed  wherever  possible  so,  in 
furtherance  of  that  desire,  we  advertised  a contract  to 
set  up  a mini-park  in  Winthrop  Square,  Boston  Proper. 
The  city,  through  the  contract  we  advertised,  prepared 
the  site,  installed  edgestone,  light  conduit  and  bases,  and 
concrete  foundation  for  paving. 

The  developer  of  the  abutting  property  finished  off  the 
surface  paving  of  Hastings  blocks  and  installed  all  of  the 
planting,  trees,  and  the  statue.  The  resultant  finished 
appearance  is  most  pleasing  and  because  of  the  abutters 
declared  interest  this  fine  appearance  is  guaranteed  to 
continue. 

3.  A high  priority  was  set  up  for  relighting  the  busi- 
ness areas  of  the  city  and  a start  was  made  this  year 
with  work  being  completed  on  twelve  different  shopping 
areas  which  were  completely  refurbished  with  a city- 
owned  underground-connected  system  of  sodium  vapor 
lights.  These  twelve  locations  represented  work  on 
twenty-six  different  streets  and  the  work  was  bid  in  at 
$767,920.  This  contract,  along  with  another  for  relight- 
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ing  Commonwealth  Avenue  from  Arlington  Street  to 
Dartmouth  Street  and  also  Arlington  Street  from  Beacon 
Street  to  Boylston  Street,  bid  in  at  $231,400,  totals 
$999,320,  or  just  about  $1,000,000,  and  highlights  just  a 
part  of  the  special  priority  being  given  to  street  lighting. 

4.  Not  mentioned  in  the  summary  of  our  work  on  a 
following  page  is  work  advertised  as  Urban  Systems 
projects  totaling  over  $10,000,000,  for  eleven  different 
projects  ranging  from  Bicentennial  signing  at  $25,000,  to 
the  North  Street-Dock  Square  major  project  totaling 
$2,097,600. 

These  advertised  projects  represent  months  of  coordi- 
nation between  the  state  Department  of  Public  Works 
and  many  city  agencies,  including  our  Public  Works 
Department,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  liaison  brought 
about  between  all  of  these  agencies  has  resulted  in  a 
great  deal  of  mutual  respect  and  understanding,  all  of 
which  has  resulted  in  very  effective  cooperating  pro- 
cedures. 

5.  In  1974,  we  have  continued  with  an  accelerated 
effort  to  replace  old  water  mains,  rusted  fittings  and,  in 
particular,  old  lead  service  pipes  to  houses,  along  with 
increasing  the  capacity  of  existing  larger  pipes  by  cleaning 
and  fining. 

In  detail  relative  to  the  above,  fisted  are  the  following 
statistics : 

53,855  feet  of  20-inch  to  36-inch  transmission  fines 
cleaned  and  fined;  72,275  feet  of  existing  inadequate 
mains  replaced  with  new  mains;  69,085  feet  of  inadequate 
service  pipes  (mostly  lead)  replaced  with  new  copper  pipe. 

This  activity  relative  to  renewal  of  our  water  system 
is,  to  the  best  of  available  knowledge,  the  most  work 
accomplished  in  this  direction  for  many  years  and  it  is 
our  goal  to  continue  this  work  at  an  accelerated  rate 
imtil  we  have  a renewed  vigorous,  completely  adequate 
water  system. 

6.  The  last  item  of  interest,  but  by  no  means  least, 
is  the  emergence  of  the  new  form  of  financing  called 
Revenue  Sharing  which  now  finances  another  newcomer 
the  CDBG  (Community  Development  Block  Grant) 
program. 
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Working  with  planners  of  the  Public  Facihties  Depart- 
ment and  the  CDBG  office  we  have  developed  a program 
for  residential  street  lighting,  sidewalk  patching  or  repair- 
ing, and  highway -sidewalk  reconstruction  projects  which 
amounts  to  a little  over  $3,000,000. 

We  have  prepared  plans  for  relighting  twenty -five 
streets,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $831,500;  we  are  putting 
together  a contract  for  approximately  $172,000  to  patch 
over  500  various  sidewalk  locations  throughout  the  city; 
and  have  surveyed  and  started  plans  for  the  highway 
and  sidewalk  construction  projects. 

From  July  1,  1974,  through  June  30,  1975,  all  of  the 
various  categories  of  work  listed  below  were  originated, 
surveyed,  designed,  drawn,  estimated,  and  documented 
for  advertising  by  this  division,  except  as  noted  by 
numbers  in  parentheses.

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Administrative  Section 

The  head  clerk  of  the  Administrative  Section  performs 
the  required  administrative  and  clerical  functions  of  the 
division. 

Among  these  functions  is  the  processing  and  mainte- 
nance of  division  records  pertaining  to  daily  time  sheets, 
weekly  payrolls,  budget,  personnel,  and  correspondence, 
including  indexing  filing.  All  contract  stencils  for  the 
department’s  contracts  were  typed,  proofread,  and  col- 
lated by  this  section.  Payments  for  consultants  were 
also  prepared,  typed,  and  forwarded  for  payments  for 
contractual  services  performed  in  connection  with  code 
enforcement  areas,  street  lighting  programs,  and  the 
usual  contract  payments. 

The  section  recorded  the  information  on  new  sewer  and 
water  plans,  as  well  as  the  laying  out  plans,  discontinu- 
ances, etc.,  and  kept  a current  up-to-date  alphabetical 
filing  card  system. 

The  Administrative  Assistant  also  assisted  the  Division 
Engineer  at  Public  Improvement  Commission  hearings, 
and  in  all  cases  of  petitions  for  abatement  of  assessments, 
he  reviewed  the  merits  of  the  appeals  and  made  recom- 
mendations relative  to  these  to  the  Division  Engineer 
for  submittal  to  the  Public  Improvement  Commission. 

Record  Section 

During  this  period  this  section  furnished  street  line 
information  to  approximately  2,800  people,  including 
consulting  engineers,  surveyors,  architects,  lawyers,  con- 
veyancers, and  the  general  public. 

This  section  furnished  plans  and  information  to  such 
city  agencies  as  the  Mayor’s  Office,  the  City  Council, 
the  Fire  and  Police  Departments,  Real  Property  Depart- 
ment, the  ERA,  Little  City  Halls,  Lwa  Department, 
Parks  and  Recreation  Department,  Ruilding  Depart- 
ment; and  also  to  the  following  divisions  or  branches  of 
the  Public  Works  Department,  Water,  Sewer,  Highway, 
Street  Lighting,  Sanitary,  and  Permit  Section. 

Checked  Land  Court  plans  on  all  public  ways.  In- 
dexed and  filed  Decree  Plans. 
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This  section  also: 

Appeared  in  court  in  cases  involving  public  ways 
(accident,  liability,  etc.)  for  the  Law  Department,  as 
well  as  private  attorneys. 

Updated  bench  marks  in  various  districts  of  the  city. 

Provided  information  and  plans  for  such  state 
agencies  as  the  P.W.D.,  M.D.C.,  Port  Authority,  the 
Conservation  Commission,  and  the  M.B.T.A.

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Planning  and  Programming  Section 

This  section,  consisting  of  a senior  civil  engineer  and  a 
junior  civil  engineer,  prepared  a Public  Works  Capital 
Improvement  program  amounting  to  $101,000,000.  In 
addition  to  this  technical  document,  we  handled  letters 
of  complaints,  drafted  replies,  arranged  field  inspections, 
made  field  reports,  recommended  work  to  be  done,  made 
sketches  and  estimates  of  costs. 

The  involvement  of  this  section  with  other  departments 
continued.  For  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  we 
reviewed  contract  drawings  for  highway  and  sewer  works; 
and  for  Public  Facihties  Department,  items  relative  to 
Capital  Improvement  financing.  We  also  reviewed  plans 
of  new  school  buildings,  fire  stations,  hospitals,  off-street 
parking  areas,  and  plans  for  park  rehabilitation  work. 

For  the  Building  Department  we  reviewed  plot  plans 
of  building  construction  relative  to  utihties  and  grades. 
As  in  previous  years,  the  private  utility  companies 
required  a tremendous  amount  of  our  man-hours  review- 
ing preliminary  and  final  drawings  of  their  proposed  work 
in  our  pubhc  streets. 

Engineering  reports  were  prepared  for  Pubhc  Improve- 
ment Commission  hearings,  relative  to  street  layouts, 
widenings,  discontinuances,  and  specific  repairs. 

In  numbers,  we  reviewed : 

Forty  plot  plans;  sixty  commercial  driveway  openings, 
from  the  point  of  view  of  pubhc  safety  and  impact  on  our 
pubhc  ways. 

Design  Section 

The  Design  Section,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
associate  civil  engineer,  originated  the  following  work  in 
this  twelve-month  period: 

Plans,  profiles,  estimates,  specifications,  and  contract 
documents  needed  for  planned  construction  or  reconstruc- 
tion of  highways,  footways,  and  sewer  and  water  facihties. 

Cloth  tracings  for  new  street  layouts,  specific  repairs, 
widenings,  discontinuances,  easements,  assessments,  and 
speciahzed  plans  for  various  departments,  all  as  required 
for  recording  in  Registry. 
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Assessment  plans  and  other  plans,  maps,  and  charts 
required  for  general  purposes  in  the  operation  of  the 
department. 

Reviewed  plans  and  consulted  with  various  agencies 
such  as  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  Massachusetts 
Bay  Transit  Authority,  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
Department  of  Public  Works,  Metropolitan  District 
Commission,  and  others  in  matters  concerning  proposed 
sewer,  water,  and  highway  projects  affecting  the  City  of 
Boston. 

A detailed  breakdown  of  the  work  done  by  the  Design 
Section  included  the  following : 

Completion  of  185  construction  and/or  reconstruction 
plans  for  highway  projects;  the  design  drawing  and 
tracing  of  eight  sewer  works  projects  and  ninety -six 
water  works  projects;  twelve  street  grades  designed;  three 
tracings  of  street  layout  plans;  five  streets  having  inade- 
quate drainage  were  studied  and  redesigned;  104  engineer- 
ing studies  and  estimates  were  furnished  in  connection 
with  proposed  sewer  and  water  works;  three  sewer  works 
reports  were  prepared  in  connection  with  requests  for 
approval  sent  to  the  MDC;  twelve  tracings  of  sewer 
easements  and  assessments;  150  tracings  of  miscellaneous 
sidewalk  and  street  assessment  plans,  discontinuances, 
and  land  plans;  ninety  cost  estimates  furnished  in  con- 
nection with  proposed  construction  and  reconstruction 
projects;  reviewed  plans  and  layouts  for  sewer  and  water 
works  in  eight  BRA  areas:  Washington  Park,  South  Cove, 
South  End,  Fenway  Government  Center,  C.B.D.,  Water- 
front, and  Charlestown;  also  reviewed  plans  for  Traffic 
Department,  studies,  and  designs  for  improvements  to 
traffic  channelization  at  various  intersections.  This  de- 
partment also  reviewed  plans  for  various  projects  such  as 
Code  Enforcement,  Topics,  and  Urban  Systems. 

In  the  twelve-month  period  covered  by  this  report  this 
section  completed  the  design,  plans,  specifications,  and 
contract  documents  required  for  advertising  fifty  public 
works  contracts  for  various  sewer,  water,  and  highway 
projects.  These  contracts  are  listed  below  by  type:

HIGHWAY  DIVISION 

The  activities  of  the  various  sections  of  the  Highway 
Division  from  July  1,  1974,  to  June  30,  1975,  were  as 
follows : 

Construction  Section 

Supervised  the  reconstruction  of  sixty-five  streets  in 
the  amount  of  $3,054,181.74,  and  participated  in  the  con- 
struction of  one  chapter  90  contract  in  conjunction  with 
the  Commonwealth,  in  the  amount  of  $664,249.50. 

Maintenance  Section 

Supervised  the  following:  four  contracts  for  repairs  to 
roadways  in  all  areas  of  the  city,  amounting  to  $1,016- 
586.50;  five  contracts  for  repairs  to  sidewalks  in  all 
areas  of  the  city,  in  the  amount  of  $947,827.50;  one  con- 
tract for  asphalt  resurfacing  in  Areas  2 and  3,  in  the 
amount  of  $113,780.00. 
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The  ten  district  yards  performed  sidewalk  and  roadway 
repairs,  street  cleaning,  snow  removal,  plowing,  and 
sanding  operations,  and  supervised  the  work  performed 
under  nine  street  cleaning  contracts  in  the  amount  of 
$395,320. 

The  sum  of  $603,366.08  was  expended  to  maintain 
seven  tidewater  bridges,  and  an  amount  of  $52,355.40 
was  used  to  maintain  over  eighty  inland  bridges. 

Clerical  Section 

Prepared  all  estimates  for  payment  for  street  con- 
struction and  reconstruction  work,  chapter  90  projects, 
roadway  and  sidewalk  repairs,  and  all  estimates  and 
bills  relating  to  snow  removal  work;  processed  all  corre- 
spondence relating  to  Highway  Division  matters;  pre- 
pared various  types  of  contracts;  processed  all  street 
cleaning  estimates  for  payment;  processed  all  complaints 
received  by  telephone,  letter,  and  personal  visits  from 
abutters  and  residents  pertaining  to  sidewalks,  roadways, 
street  cleaning,  bridge  defects,  and  snow  removal  prob- 
lems; maintained  files  and  records  on  all  highway  ac- 
tivities. 

Lighting  Section 

This  section  ordered  the  installation  of  4,487  7,000- 
lumen  mercury  vapor  lamps;  2,100  11,000-lumen  mercury 
vapor  lamps;  and  1,257  20,000-lumen  mercury  vapor 
lamps. 

Snow  Removal 

During  1974  and  1975,  snow  removal  operations  con- 
tractors were  hired  six  times  to  supplement  city  equip- 
ment. The  city  equipment  was  used  twenty-two  times 
during  1974  and  1975  for  plowing  and/or  salting.  The 
total  cunount  expended  for  snow  removal  work  during 
1974  and  1975  by  the  Public  Works  Department  was 
$1,795,655.84. 


SANITARY  DIVISION 

The  following  is  a report  of  the  activities  and  accom- 
plishments of  the  Sanitary  Division,  during  the  period 
July  1,  1974,  to  June  30,  1975: 
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Administrative  Section 
Program  1 — Administration 

The  activities  of  the  Administrative  Section  comprised 
supervising  the  various  functions  and  operations  of  the 
division;  the  preparation  of  all  contracts;  the  processing 
of  payments;  the  processing  of  reports,  correspondence, 
violation  notices  and  complaints  (complaints  were  writ- 
ten, telephoned,  and  in  person);  the  compilation  of  in- 
spectors’ reports  and  daily  reports  on  the  Collection  and 
Disposal  Section’s  performances;  investigating  and  proc- 
essing applications  for  permits  for  the  transportation  of 
refuse;  the  preparation  of  the  budget;  and  the  supervision 
of  the  Snow  Emergency  Center. 

Collection  Section 
Program  2 — Refuse  Collection  Contracts 

Refuse  collection  contracts  were  awarded  in  all  eleven 
of  the  contract  districts  as  a result  of  publicly  advertised 
bids,  the  work  commencing  on  July  1,  1974.  These 
one-year  contracts  have  option  renewals  for  a second  and 
third  year.  The  contract  prices  were  reduced  consider- 
ably over  those  of  the  past  years,  due  principally  to  two 
factors.  This  was  the  first  year  to  reflect  fully  the  re- 
duction due  to  the  elimination  of  the  separate  garbage 
collection,  and  the  installation  of  combined  refuse  collec- 
tion city  wide.  The  other  factor  was  the  staggering  of  the 
bid  openings  over  a two-week  period  instead  of  opening 
the  bids  for  all  eleven  districts  on  the  same  day.  Of 
the  seven  successful  bidders,  seven  district  contracts  went 
to  so-called  national  firms  and  four  district  contracts  to 
independents.  The  total  expenditure  in  1974-1975  for 
refuse  contracts  amounted  to  $5,166,231,  a decrease  of 
$903,770  over  the  previous  twelve  months.  A total  of 
271,690  tons  of  refuse  was  collected  during  the  year. 

Program  3 — Lot  Cleaning 

The  lot  cleaning  crew  was  organized  in  1967  for  the 
cleaning  of  vacant  lots  throughout  the  city.  All  littered 
vacant  lots  in  the  city  were  cleaned  at  least  once  and 
many  lots  were  cleaned  several  times  during  the  year  for 
a total  of  4,924  lots.  Of  these,  138  were  requested  by 
the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Public  Service. 
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Program  4 — Alley  Cleaning 
The  alley  cleaning  program  in  the  South  End  and 
Lower  Roxbury  districts  was  continued  during  the  year 
and  is  responsible  for  keeping  the  littering  of  these  alleys 
within  reasonable  bounds.  Approximately  1,333  tons  of 
debris  and  garbage  was  removed  from  the  alleys  during 
the  year. 

Program  5 — Litter  Baskets 

Over  950  pole-type  baskets  are  located  throughout  the 
city,  principally  where  there  are  accumulations  of  pedes- 
trian htter.  All  baskets  were  emptied  by  the  refuse 
collection  contractors  on  Mondays,  except  in  the  Boston 
Proper  district  where  they  were  emptied  on  the  regular 
collection  days.  A departmental  night  litter  basket 
detail  emptied  every  basket  nightly,  Tuesday  through 
Saturday.  This  crew  is  under  the  supervision  of  an  in- 
spector who  also  directs  the  pickup  of  dead  animals. 

Program  6 — Market  Cleaning 
Under  this  program,  the  division  provides  two  packer- 
type  trucks  on  Fridays  and  Saturdays,  servicing  push 
cart  peddlers  and  storekeepers  in  the  market  area  in  the 
vicinity  of  Blackstone  Street,  removing  approximately 
1,410  tons  of  refuse  during  the  year  and  depositing  it  at 
the  South  Bay  incinerator. 

Program  7 — Abandoned  Vehicles 
Abandoning  of  automobiles  in  the  city  remained  rela- 
tively low  this  year  due  principally  to  the  value  of  scrap 
metal.  A total  of  fifty-nine  vehicles  were  removed, 
including  thirty-one  vehicles  removed  by  contract  at  a 
cost  of  $62. 

Program  8 — Cleanup  Campaign 

The  spring  cleanup  campaign  was  conducted  in  the 
spring  of  1975.  The  liaison  between  the  department  and 
the  various  civic  groups  was  maintained  by  personnel 
from  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Public  Service.  Hundreds  of 
tons  of  debris  (placed  on  the  sidewalk  by  residents  con- 
ducting basement,  attic,  and  backyard  cleanouts)  were 
removed  by  the  contractors  and  by  the  division’s  labor 
forces.  One  hundred  fifty-three  25-cubic  yard  containers 
were  placed  in  various  locations  designated  by  civic 
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organizations  for  use  in  the  local  cleanup  efforts.  The 
providing  and  servicing  of  these  containers  was  done 
under  contract  at  a cost  of  $11,398. 

Program  9 — Enforcement  and  Education 

The  uniformed  sanitation  inspectors  continued  ringing 
doorbells  and  notify  ingviolators  of  the  antilitter  ordinances 
to  supply  the  required  number  of  receptacles  to  provide 
for  the  maximum  amount  of  refuse  generated  at  their 
addresses. 

Over  11,200  violation  notices  were  issued  by  these 
inspectors  and  the  results  of  their  efforts  were  readily 
evident  in  the  areas  in  which  they  worked  by  the  reduction 
of  litter  and  the  increase  in  the  number  of  new  barrels. 

During  the  past  year  the  performance  of  the  Boston 
Housing  Court  was  very  disappointing  in  that  cooperation 
with  our  inspectors  deteriorated  to  a point  where  the 
corporation  counsel  requested  that  no  further  complaints 
be  filed  with  the  Housing  Court  until  some  workable 
au’rangement  could  be  made  with  Judge  Paul  Garrity. 
An  amendment  to  the  antilitter  ordinances  submitted 
to  the  City  Council  and  chapter  29,  section  43  was 
amended  by  the  Council  and  approved  by  the  Mayor 
in  April.  A public  hearing  on  this  new  ordinance  was 
scheduled  for  July  10,  1975,  and  following  enactment 
of  this  ordinance  forty-five  complaints  were  filed  at  the 
Housing  Court  up  to  the  end  of  this  fiscal  year.  In  spite 
of  this  enforcement  effort,  the  attitude  from  the  Housing 
Court  does  not  appear  to  have  improved  appreciably 
with  regard  to  this  problem. 

Disposal  Section 
Program  iO  — South  Bay  Incinerator 

The  South  Bay  Incinerator  received  and  disposed  of  a 
total  of  109,505  tons  of  refuse  during  the  year. 

Maintenance  work  was  performed  under  Public  Works 
Department  contracts  and  minor  maintenance  work  and 
preventive  maintenance  was  performed  by  the  plant 
maintenance  crew.  Steam  generated  from  the  burning 
refuse  was  used  for  providing  heat  and  hot  water  in  the 
incinerator  building. 

On  December  20,  1974,  the  United  States  Environ- 
mental Protection  Agency  ordered  the  South  Bay 
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incinerator  to  be  closed  as  of  July  31,  1975.  In  June,  the 
Attorney  General  acting  on  behalf  of  the  state  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Health  brought  suit  in  Superior  Court 
to  require  the  city  to  close  the  incinerator  immediately 
and  this  suit  was  scheduled  for  trial  commencing  July 
21,  1975. 

Legislation  was  filed  with  the  City  Council  that  would 
enable  the  Boston  Economic  and  Industrial  Develop- 
ment Commission  to  proceed  with  contracting  for  the 
construction  of  a new  incinerator  financed  by  tax-exempt 
revenue  bonds.  The  City  Council  passed  this  in  June 
and  it  was  forwarded  to  the  General  Court  shortly  there- 
after for  enactment.  Following  enactment  the  E.D.I.C. 
can  then  go  forward  with  an  invitation  to  submit  proposals 
for  a new  incinerator. 

Program  11  — Gardner  Street  Sanitary  Landfdl 

A total  of  231,167  tons  of  rubbish  was  received  and 
disposed  of  at  the  site  during  the  year.  Cover  material, 
totaling  289,540  tons,  was  purchased  from  a contractor 
who  trucked  it  to  the  dump  site  where  it  was  used  to 
cover  the  initial  layer  of  incinerator  residue  (48,718  tons), 
completing  the  program  of  a sanitary  landfill  operation. 

A report  on  the  Gardner  Street  sanitary  landfill,  and 
an  operating  plan  for  the  same  containing  revisions 
requested  by  the  State  Health  Department,  was  submitted 
by  Metcalf  & Eddy,  engineers,  on  March  27,  1975,  and 
after  review,  was  submitted  to  the  state  Health  Depart- 
ment in  June.  Implementation  of  this  operating  plan, 
when  and  if  approved,  will  increase  the  operating  cost 
of  this  facility  by  an  appreciable  amount. 

Program  12  — Snow  Removal 

The  Snow  Emergency  Center  finished  its  thirteenth 
season  of  operation  at  the  Communications  Center, 
located  in  the  first  floor  of  City  Hall  durihg  the  winter 
of  1974-75,  under  the  direction  of  the  Deputy  Commis- 
sioner. The  Sanitary  Division  was  ready  to  supply 
personnel  that  were  the  backbone  of  this  operation. 
The  assignment  of  sanding  and  snowplowing  in  the  main 
routes.  District  3,  was  capably  handled  by  the  Sanitary 
Division  personnel.  Seven  storms  required  action,  five 
of  which  required  contract  plowing.

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SEWER  DIVISION 

The  Sewer  Division  is  comprised  of  three  sections: 
Administrative,  Maintenance,  and  Construction,  under 
the  direction  of  a division  engineer. 

The  Administrative  Section,  under  the  direction  of  an 
administrative  assistant,  is  responsible  for  the  prepara- 
tion of  budgetary  requirements ; maintenance  of  personnel 
time  records;  presenting  receiving  notices  and  waiTants 
for  service  orders  and  purchase  requisitions  to  the  Cen- 
tral Office  of  the  department  for  processing;  all  corre- 
spondence received  in,  and  emanating  from,  the  Sewer 
Division;  processing  of  estimates  for  payment  of  work 
performed  under  contracts;  keeping  records  pertaining  to 
the  sewerage  works  loan  account;  furnishing  information 
relative  to  department  policy  as  determined  by  directives, 
orders,  and  ordinances;  and  preparing  and  processing  the 
necessauy  forms  relating  to  abatement  of  sewer  use 
charges. 

The  Maintenance  Section,  under  the  direction  of  an 
associate  engineer,  is  responsible  for  the  cleaning  of  catch 
basins,  drop  inlets,  sewers,  and  sewer  appurtenances; 
answering  and  investigating  complaints  relating  to  sewer- 
age works;  maintaining  and  repairing  sewers;  inspecting 
the  laying  of  drains;  operation  of  sewer  pumping  stations 
and  disposal  plant;  recording  complaints  relating  to 
sewerage  works;  recording  sewer  inspections;  keeping 
record  plans  of  the  entire  sewerage  system;  and  furnishing 
information  to  the  pubhc  relating  to  sewerage  works. 

The  Construction  Section,  under  the  direction  of  an 
associate  engineer,  is  responsible  for  the  entire  building 
operations  of  sewerage  works  constructed  and  recon- 
structed under  contracts,  from  the  field  layouts  through 
the  final  inspections;  preparation  of  estimates  for  pay- 
ment for  all  work  performed  under  sewerage  works  con- 
tracts; and  furnishing  record  plans  of  sewerage  works  to 
the  Maintenance  Section  for  updating  its  sectional  plans. 

On  February  28,  1975,  James  F.  Carter,  associate 
engineer  in  charge  of  the  Construction  Section,  retired, 
completing  a total  of  fifty-one  years  service. 

During  the  period  of  this  report  the  Sewer  Division 
was  involved  in  many  and  various  projects,  including  the 
following: 
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1 The  Sewer  Division  was  issued  a municipal  dis- 
charge permit  covering  125  outlets  by  the  United  States 
Environmental  Protection  Agency,  and  the  Massachu- 
setts Division  of  Water  Pollution  Control. 

2 Engaged  the  firm  of  Camp,  Dresser  & McKee  to 
further  update  their  1967  report  on  improvements  to  the 
Boston  main  drainage  system,  and  begin  final  plans  for 
the  new  east  side  fnd  main  interceptors. 

3 Submitted  projects  totaling  $45,950,000  to  the 
Massachusetts  Division  of  Water  Pollution  Control, 
which  were  determined  to  be  eligible  for  federal  and 
state  construction  grants  on  the  1976  federal  priority  list. 

4 Under  existing  agreement  between  the  City  of 
Boston  and  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  for 
the  rehabilitation  or  replacement  of  tide  gates  in  the 
City  of  Boston  drainage  system  of  the  M.D.C.  Sewerage 
District,  the  City  of  Boston  Sewer  Division  is  actively 
cooperating  in  the  prosecution  of  this  program. 

5 Furnished  inspection  services  for  a major  New  En- 
gland Telephone  Company  conduit  installation  project 
along  the  Central  Artery  near  the  South  Station. 

6 Furnished  information  and  advice  to  Boston  Gas 
Company  and  Boston  Edison  Company  in  their  expan- 
sion of  underground  ducts  and  related  facilities. 

7 Construction  was  started  by  the  Boston  Redevel- 
opment Authority,  September  30,  1974,  on  the  new 
Union  Park  pumping  station. 

WATER  DIVISION 

The  following  report  concerning  the  activities  of  the 
Water  Division  of  the  Public  Works  Department,  in- 
cluding its  operations,  statistics,  receipts,  and  expendi- 
tures for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1975,  is  respect- 
fully submitted. 

All  pipes  and  appurtenances  for  supplying  potable 
water  to  the  city  are  under  the  control,  care,  and  main- 
tenance of  this  division.  Also,  provided  by  the  Water 
Division  is  the  water  to  the  two  high-pressure  pumping 
stations  operated  by  the  Fire  Department  for  fire  pro- 
tection in  the  central  business  section  of  the  city.  The 
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Metropolitan  District  Commission  supplies  water  to  the 
Boston  city  line  and  charges  two  hundred  forty  dollars 
($240)  per  million  gallons  of  water  sold  to  its  members. 
Boston  requirements  for  water  from  July  1,  1974,  to 
June  30,  1975,  was  146,584,700  gallons  of  water  per  day 
or  229  gallons  per  capita. 

Construction  Section 

The  Construction  Section  consisted  of  three  junior 
civil  engineers,  three  senior  engineering  aids,  one  junior 
engineering  aid,  and  eight  water  service  inspectors.  The 
services  of  tw^o  assistant  civil  engineers  and  one  principal 
civil  engineer  for  the  supervision  of  this  section  is  required. 

Domestic  services,  new  — 222. 

Fire  pipes,  new  — 46. 

Hydrants : established  — 2 ; changes  — 348 ; abandoned

System  relaid  1.9  miles;  extended  1.7  miles  of  pipe; 
esteiblished  350  new  hydremts;  and  abandoned  324  hy- 
drants, for  an  increase  of  26  hydremts.  The  Water 
Division  replaces  100  or  more,  old  and/or  defective 
hydrants,  under  contract,  each  year. 
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Maintenance  Section 

The  Maintenance  Section  is  presently  under  the  super- 
vision of  a junior  civil  engineer,  and  with  the  aid  of  the 
personnel  of  the  Construction  Section,  assisted  in  supply- 
ing official  information  to  the  public  concerning  all 
hydraulic  problems;  main  pipe  and  service  pipe  locations; 
processed  applications  for  new  or  enlarged  domestic  and 
fire  services;  maintained  official  records,  plans,  and 
pressure  charts;  and  generally  supervised  the  three 
Water  Division  yards.  An  associate  civil  engineer,  a 
senior  civil  engineer,  and  an  assistant  engineer  are 
required  to  supervise  this  section  and  the  services  of  a 
senior  clerk  typist  is  required. 

Main  Projects 

In  1974-75,  contracts  were  awarded  for  the  purchase 
of  15,490  water  meters  in  various  sizes.  The  Water 
Division  set  more  than  7,551  water  meters  in  1974  and 
1975;  8,250  linear  feet  of  24-inch  water  mains  were 
cleaned  and  cement-lined  in  West  Roxbury.

These  yards  are  responsible  for  the  repair  and  mainte- 
nance of  main  pipes,  service  and  fire  pipes,  hydrants, 
gates,  and  providing  emergency  and  general  service  to 
the  pubhc.  The  main  yard  at  710  Albany  Street  main- 
tains emergency  crews  around  the  clock  for  any  water 
service  that  may  be  required  in  any  section  of  the  city.

The  main  yard  and  two  area  yards  were  assisted  by 
thi'ee  contractors.  The  contractual  work  consisted  of 
excavation  and  backfilling  to  allow  Water  Division 
employees  to  repair  leaks,  lay  or  relay  water  services, 
change  hydrants,  and  repair  or  replace  defective  ap- 
purtenances. 

The  maintenance  shops  handled  all  drilling  of  services 
in  the  main  yard  and  assisted,  in  case  of  emergency,  in 
the  area  yards.  These  shops  repair  defective  hydrants, 
defective  gates  (in  the  ground,  if  possible),  and  rebuild 
corporation,  tapping,  and  high-pressure  gates.  Along 
with  this  work,  the  maintenance  shops  render  assistance 
to  other  branches  of  the  Public  Works  Department  in 
many  special  jobs.  The  Meter  Shop  installs  new  meters, 
changes  worn  and  defective  meters,  tests  and  repairs 
water  meters,  and  maintains  records  of  all  meters  in  and 
out  of  service.  More  than  7,980  water  meters  in  various 
sizes  were  installed  by  the  Meter  Shop  during  1974-75, 
replacing  the  connection  pieces,  nonregistering  water 
meters,  and  to  meter  new  accounts. 

Administrative  Section 

All  of  the  important  clerical  and  administrative  func- 
tions of  the  Water  Division  are  performed  by  the  Ad- 
ministrative Section.  This  section  assists  the  division 
engineer  in  the  preparation  of  annual  budget  estimates 
and  requests,  prepares  overtime  authorizations,  and 
furnishes  information  to  the  public  regarding  this  divi- 
sion’s activities  and  regulations.  The  Administrative 
Section  is  currently  supervised  by  the  administrative 
assistant  and  is  staffed  by  one  principal  clerk/stenog- 
grapher,  one  principal  clerk/typist,  and  one  senior  clerk/ 
typist. 


Revenue  Section 

All  functions,  under  the  direction  of  the  water  revenue 
supervisor,  in  relation  to  the  revenue  from  water  supply 
and  services,  are  the  responsibility  of  this  office.  These 
functions  include  the  processing  of  applications  for  new 
services  and  fire  pipes;  the  reading  of  more  than  89,500 
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accounts  quarterly  and/or  semi-annually;  requesting  the 
testing,  installation  or  removal  of  meters;  and  the  handling 
of  complaints  or  inquiries  concerning  charges  rendered. 
Water  Division  gross  receipts  amounted  to  $15,084,108 
in  the  1975  fiscal  year. 

Employees  of  the  Revenue  Section  answer  inquiries 
from  the  public  concerning  the  sewer  use  charge. 

The  Revenue  Section  processes  and  resolves  all  petitions 
for  abatement,  including  those  petitions  for  abatement  of 
the  sewer  use  charge,  when  said  charges  are  directly 
related  to  water  consumption.  Sewer  use  charge  peti- 
tions, when  of  a technical  nature,  are  resolved  by  the 
Sewer  Division.  The  number  of  abatements  on  metered 
water  rates  granted  in  fiscal  1975  was  801,  amounting  to 
$242,689.
